We confess to not realising how little really there is to be said 
for the Jewish Agency proposals submitted to the last meeting of the 
Actions Committee, until we read the very long statement with which 
Mr. Lours Lipsxy has favoured our columns this week in their 
defence. We hope that our readers will give very careful perusal 
to Mr. letter, because we have no doubt that, when they see 
what he bas to say, they will find confirmed, and even accentuated, the 
criticism we ventured tolevel against the scheme. Mr. Lipsky, a 
member of the Zionist Executive, and hence responsible for the 
echeme, sets so little store by it that he now pleads that the proposals 
submitted to the Actions Committee, were in fact, no proposals 
atall. He declares that they were drawn’ up in order to indicate 
what may, would, or could happen when the extension of the 
Jewish Agency is accomplished—that and nothing more. It is 
difficult and usually futile, to argue an abstraction such as that to 
which Mr. Lirsfty relegates the scheme, and it is surely no compliment 
that he pays to the Actions Committee when, some days after the con- 
clusion of their very onerous labours, he tells them that what they 
were provided with by the Executive for discussion through long 
days and tedious nights was not any practical concrete plan, but 
an evanescent nebulosity which meant nothing in particular and 
was intended to lead nowhere. Nor according to Mr. Lipsky 
was there any principle which the Actions Committee was called 
upen to discuss. For the principle of “roping in” by means of 
the Jewish Agency, Jews who have hitherto stood aloof from the 
Movement had already been agreed to by Congress. Mr. Lipsky 
appears to suppose that a principle once agreed to, ite manner 
of application is of no consequence, But, of course, a principle 
is one thing and its application altogether another. It is indeed 
possible to destroy a sound principle by faulty application. And the 
point here is not the principle which the Congress has agreed to, buf 
the plan submitted to the Actions Committee and which that Com- 
mittee evidently thought was a mis-application of the principle. 
Mr. Lipsxy twits us, with analysing, what he terms a “ paraphrased 
Version” of the proposals of the Zionist Executive. But he does 
not explain why uone but the version which he so stigmatises, 
presumably because it was not official, was placed before the public, 


‘the Jewish Agency. 


‘Nor does he condescend to say—and this is even more important— 
in what respect the version upon which we necessarily founded our 
criticism was a paraphrase of the actual plan submitted to the 
Actions Committee. Mr. Lrpsky, however, seeks to justify the 
Executive's scheme by what occurs to us as the most unfortunate 
reference he could have marshalled. He regards it, he tells us, as 
a sort of natural corollary, even if an elaboration; of the idea 
upon which the Keren Hayesod was established in 1920. But 
he must be aware that even now the constitution of the 
Keren Hayesod remains uneffectuated. It is being carried 
on, not according to plan, but, in deference to the exigencies of the 
Zionist Movement, virtually by the Zionist Organisation itself, 
Whether this is a strictly legal position, or whether, on the other 
hand, it is not one fraught with considerable danger, ws do not stop 
to enquire. But, in any case, the experience it gives of the difficulty 
of carrying out the Keren Hayesod idea, which was also based on 
the “roping in” of non-Zionists, is surely not a very encouraging 


precedent for the Jewish Agency. And the Keren Hayesod conatitu-_ 


tion is as yetin a distinctly embryonic state. How that constitution, 
which provides for a Directorate largely composed of non- Zionists 


will work, it is impossible to say, for it has not been brought 
into being. 


“LABELS.” 
OUR correspondent goes on to assure us that it is not true 


to say that the motive for the proposed extension of the Jewish 


Agency, is the getting of added subscriptions for the 
help of Zionist work. He even goes so far as to say that 
our assumption on this point is a “small way” of’ looking 
at the question. If it be so, it is mot our way but that of his 
leader. Time and again, Dr. WRIZMANN has declared that the financial 
demands of Jewish re-settlement in Palestine were too much 
for those who had enlisted in the Zionist Organisation to bear alone, 
and that it was necessary to widen the sphere whence financial 
aid might be fortheoming. Many wealthy Jews, he bas explained, 
who have hitherto refused to support the Movement, might be 
induced to subscribe to the rebuilding of Palestine if brought into 
Can Mr. Lipsky, in all seriousness, we would 
ask him, us, or indeed think, that we should ever havo heard 


‘of thie “roping-in” plan if the Organisation, constituted as it 


now is (or in any case as Zionist body), had in its coffers, or was 
assured of, ample funds for the purpose of establishing the Jewish 
National Home in Palestine? But, if it is not the financial aid of 
these people that is songht, what in the name of all that Mr. Lirsky 
bus to say are the advantages to the Zionist Movement, which the 
“ yoped-in’ ones, when they.become Jewish Agents, will bring? 
Remember, they are not, according to him, to pay, nor to be 
asked for, even a shekel. Why, then, are they to be there? It 
cannot be because oftheir experience of Palestine or of the 
National needs of the Jewish people, for they have never given 
these things muck thought—they have ruled out as undesirable all 
National strivings by Jews, and Palestine as an instrument for 
the purpose. What place, pray, are they to fill in the Zionist 
scheme? We shall probably be reminded of their influence on 
Jewry at large. But the mere influence of well known names— 
surely the Zionist Movement bas not come to rely upon the influence 
of men who, be they as charitable and as kindly as we will, are, for 
the most part, influential only by reason of their financial 
resources! Moreover, how are non-Zionists going to exercise 


their infiuence? In promoting Zionist effort? Mr. Lipsy, 
a Zionist leader, telis us inferentially that these people 
for whom the Jewish Agency net is to be spread, though 


non-Zionists are really Zionists! Upon that parity of reasoning 
we suppose he would call a non-Jew a Jew and a Non- 
conformist a member of the Church of England! It is probably 
Mr. Lipsky’s contempt for what he calls “labels,” which he hopes 
will fall to the ground with the creation of the new Jewish 
Agency, which leads him to this amazing conclusion. Yet, if the 
version we have seen of the proposals of the Zionist Executive do not 
altogether belie them, it establishes some very definite “labels” 
specially devised for the purposes of the scheme; and one not the 
least important is that which will distinguish the American 
members of the Agency from others, 


THE POSITION OF ZIONISTS. 

Let us, however, cut away the palpably superfluous verbiage in 
which Mr. Lipsxy clothes his thoughts, and all the fine frenzy 
which he expends on characteristically canonising a scheme, 
which first saw light, if we mistake not, at an American Convention 
over which he presided, and let us come down to realities. Let us 
ask Mr. Lirpsxy a very simple and plain question. When, if ever, 
the Jewish Agency is constructed upon such proposals as those of 
the Zionist Executive, how is it going to do Zionist work in 
Palestine—work, that is to say, to accomplish which the Zionist 
Movement was founded? It will consist, af least as to 
a half, of members who proclaim themselves unreservedly 
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opposed to the Jewish National development in Palestine. It is 
thus not a question. as Mr. Lirsxy evidently thinks, of merely 
calling the Homeland this, or that, or the other. It is the question, 
since the Jewish Agency is to be entrusted with the wholeof that great 
work, of what sort of Homeland youare going to build up. Mr. Lipsky, 


we believe. sees the dilemma into which the Executive's scheme must . 


lead any true Zionist, and so he endeavours to walk round it. by 
saying that he does not propose that the Zionist Organisation 
should concern itself with straightening out the intellectual and 
psychological difficulties that the position presents. But, ‘if the 
question arises—and the question must constantly arise—of 
whether the work in Palestine is to be carried on in an assimilative or 
in a Jewish National spirit—whether, to give just an instance, the 
education of Jewish children in Hretz Yisrael isto be ontrusted to those 
who desire to train the little ones as Palestinians of the Jewish faith, 
or to those anxious to equip the growing generation so that they 
may become National Jews, the Agency, as it is intended to be 
constructed, will have presented to it something far more urgent than 
any intellectual or psychological difficulty. For we cannot suppose 
that those who are irrevocably opposed to the Jewish National idea 
are going to helpin promoting the Jewish National spirit in the Home.- 


land, whatever you may call it, or that they are not going to use their 


position and influence to discourage and defeat it. To suppose other- 
wise would be to think of them as men 80 utterly lacking in principle 
as to be entirely unworthy being entrusted with any public work. Mr. 
Lirsxy's idea appears to be that our whole anxiety is that the Zionist 
Organisation shall not be endangered by these Jewish Agency 
proposals. Nothing of the sort. It is the Zionist Movement in the 
sense of its being a Jewish National Movement, in a true Zionist 
sense, about which we are anxious. 
purpose of aiding the Jewish people to win, the Zionist Organisation 
was set tp, that we see endangered. We feel we have good 
reason for that anxiety when a scheme is formulated by the 
Executive of the Zionist Organisation for the handing over of the 
work in lalestine to a body half of which is to be non-Zionist, 
that is to say, entirely out of sympathy (to put it. at the least) with 
Jewish National aims. We are all for opening wide the gates of the 
Zionist Movement to all Jews equally, without reference to class or 
station, whether they be poor or rich, or whatever may be their 
national origin politically. And we think that a great deal might be 
done by means of an extended Jewish Agency, in that -direc- 
tion. But, assuredly, not by a scheme which, to employ a German 
phrase, pours out the baby with the bath. Not by a scheme which 
mortgages the Zionist Movement to the extent of fifty per cent. 
to non Zionists to those who, as we say, are cither opposed or 
indifferent to national aspirations. Mr. Lirsky waxes eloquent about 
the desirability of the Zionist Movement being not merely a cultora 
sect in the House of Israel, To the Zionist it is not that and never 
has been, for in their relation to Jewish ‘National striving, which 
is the whole objective of the Movement, Zionists are the only Jews 
vho count; and, only those Jews who wish, as Mr. Lirsky, we know 
wishes, to build up a Jewish Palestine, and a Jewish National Home, 
can be relied upon to take the lead in doing real service in Zionism. 
The scheme of the Executive practically robs exactly those Jews of 
their inestimable privilege in this respect, and Jewish Nationalism of 
their invaluable services, The gist of the whole question under- 
lying the Jewish Agency proposals then, is that to men who bave 
not in the least qualified themselves to direct and control the 
Ziouist Movement by adhesion to Zionist principles, it is suggested 
the future destiny of Zionism and of Palestine as the National 


Home of the Jewish people, to the very large extent contemplated, 
is to be entrusted.

ir is a matter of much regret that the very able advocacy Mr. 
Lucien WOoLY brought to bear upon the Greek Government in favour 
of allowing Jews to trade on Sundays, in view of the fact that they 
are unable to do so on the Jewish Sabbath, should not have met with 
more success. Nor do we think that the reply which the Pame 
MINISTER gave to the request for the exercise of England's 
influence with Greece in the matter was altogether satisfactory. 
it smacked too much of a sort of copy-book lesson that was always 
employed when Jews were being ill-treated under the Tsarist 
reqime and it was not convenient for the Foreign Office to 
risk a rebuff from the then powerful Government of Russia. 
There is really a much more cogent argument that can be invoked 
against’ the Joint Foreign Committee's request. It is that a 
Christian country has surely a moral right to refuse to any of 
its citizens the privilege of turning its Sabbath into a working 
day probably to the annoyance and inconvenience of those who 
wish strictly to observe it as a day of rest.

Alderman Davis has been a member of the Gravesend Town Council! 
for over twenty years. In addition to his public duties he is associated 
with Sir Oswald Stoll in music halls and picture palaces. In the ‘sixties, 
Mr. Davis joined the City of London Rifle Brigade, and afterwards the 
Royal Bucks Hussars, serving with distinction for several years under the 
honorary colonelcy of the late King Edward. In his youth he indulged in 
all kinds of outdoor sport, being a fine boxer, swimmer, and athlete. He has 
always taken a great interest in the Fire Brigade, and in 1872 was elected 
Vice-President of the Fire Brigades’ Association. In that year he took a 
detachment of officers and men to Boulogne and gave a life-saving display.

Years ago, I recollect, I showed in this column how the 
and J am not in 
the least surprised when Jewish Nationalists assure me that what- 
ever may happen in Palestine, short of there being a bar set up 
against the entry of Jews into the land or the expulsion of those 
who are there, little in the long run can prevent the materialisation 


into fact of the Jewish National Home so long as Hebrew is the 


tongue of the Jews there. So much for Hebrew being a“ dead”’ 
language. On the contrary, like the present season, it is peculiarly 
a live one, since it is the surest means of Jewish National life. 


The “No Ticket” Craze. 


NE of the things that it seems to me in these days we have 
(): most need to guard against, is the passion that has sei :ed so 
many to refrain from claiming themselves as something iit any 
way different from the common crowd. Iam not thinking onlyof the 
really tragi-comical devices some of our people resort to so us to die- 
cover language that willavoid their proclaiming themselves Jews—just 
simply Jews us did Jonah ofold when confronted by his fellow-mariners 
with their questioning concerhing his origin. How laughable I have 
often thought would that story appear to ue, despite the imperishable 
lessons of the highest ethical conception with which it is elaborated, 
if the hapless Jewish passenger on board the boat for Tarshish: had 
when he was subjected to the enquiries of the boats crew, answered, 
Please, I am a Palestinian of the Jewish persuasion, or had declared 
that he was there ‘ as’ a passenger and not as an adherent of any 
religion! I cannot imagine how, in such circumstances, the Book 
of Jonah could possibly have been included in the ritual for the 
Day of Atonement, which is hardly compatible with the proclamation 
of jokes and funny sayings. 
But I notice that this hatred of daring to be @ Daniel daring to 


stand alone, so typical of Daniele’ own people in these times, has 
been duly noted by those folk, who are for ever on the pounce for 


the Jewish souls they can capture, and of which they are as proud as 


are other savage people who display the skulls of the victims they 
have slain around their girdles. For the latest dodge of the 
perverters ie the protestation they make to those they mark for 
spiritual spoil that becoming a Christian doee not mean thaf 
religiously one ceases to be a Jow. Christianity they 
have the impudence to assert ie but the wider development, 


the completion, of Judaism and so forth and so on. I 


need not trouble my readers with their wickedly absurd or absurdly 
wicked doctrine. The point to which I wish to give stress is that 
this device is adopted so that the converted Jew can still regard 
himself as one of his people without the least differentiation from 
his fellow-Jews. The objection to being ticketed, as it is called, is 
for the Jew who bas ‘verted from the Jewish creed, thus sought to be 


overcome, 


It ie this “no ticket’ craze—we are “all the same,” 
and itis “parrow-minded” to attempt to divide the goate from 
the sheep on account of opinion or view—which is sc dangerous a 
phase in modern existence. It has beaten out so much of clear 
thinking and clearer discrimination, and it is breeding 
moral cowards afraid to acknowledge themselves different from 
their fellows lest they be “ticketed.” lis effect upon Jews ie that it 
is fast making ue a race that is content to sail under any false 
colours that are convenient to suppress our individuality (that woret 
form of unmorality), and any member of which would hava 
turned the cold-shoulder on the prophet of Nineveh if he or sho had 
been hie fellow-voyager when he proclaimed himself aJew. If 
indeed any of the kind happened to be on board they would probably 
have upbraided him with: “ What on earth” (though they werent 
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Nothing I know of so surely keeps a Jew within the ranks

thus placed exactly) “did you want to introduce religion into the 
matter?”

(sic) to be pro-British, to be National, to be patriotic without, 
being anti-Jewish; which is equivalent to declaring that ninety- 
nine hundredths of his fellow-countrymen are not pro-British or 
national or patriotic! He further goes on to say that the quarter 
ofamillion Jews in this country “control our land,’ the forty 
million non-Jews, obviously it must be concluded, being in his yiew 
poor, helpless, decrepit creatures who must and do suffer slavedom 
at the hands of us Jews because they are so utterly weak and feckless, 


Now, if I were a non-Jew, an Englishman of the Christian 
persuasion, say, or a common or garden Britisher, 1] should regard 
General Dacies objurgations as the most bitter and untrue attack 
upon my fellow-Englishman conceivable, and resent it accordingly. 
I should want to know of this gentleman how he dares to malign 
Englishmen, his own kith and kin, in thie fashion, and represent them 
to the world as an effete and useless race, outepent and down and done 
for. And I should not be nearly so angry with the Jews whom 


the worthy soldier has evidently got on the brain, whatever he. 


alleged against them, as 1 should with him for his baseless 
charges against Englishmen. I should be inclined to settle 
with him, and others like unto him, first, and attend to the 
Jews, if I found they needed it, when I had helped success- 
fully in clearing the land of persons who did not hesitate to 
run down and publicly abuse their fellow citizens in the fashion 
pursued by the General and his co-” Loyalty” Leaguers, So you

thing this time about the Kiddies of the Slums. But, instead, I append 
something received from, a correspondent who knows more about the 
Country Holidays provided for the Kiddies than anyone else. He writes: 

One thousand one hundred and fifty poor children left the 
London termini yesterday week to spend a happy fortnight in the 
twenty Centres that are under the control of the Jewish Children’s 
Country Holidays Fund, They are occupying the cotiages that were 
vacated by almost a. similar numbor of little ones, who have alréady 
returned to their crowded and unhealthy homes in the siume. 

Frail constitutions—in the majority of cases the result of Ulness— 
may safely be regarded as the chief qualification for the coveted 
fortnight’s holiday. 

Seaside facilities are afforded to the poor mites who have been 
fortunate enough to be transported to Southsea, Sandwich, Hythe, 
Ramsgate, Hastings, Emsworth, New Romney, and Weymouth. 
The others are more than contented with the attractions of the 
country offered them at Burgess Hill, Southborough, St. Osyth, Great 
Bentley, Romsey, Loudwater, Oxford, Bicester, Leighton Buzzard, 
and Stroud. 

How happy they all are, and how happy must the tired workers 
be after their great efforts in making it possible for the little ones to 
enjoy the joyous and health-giving fortnight ! 

I feel sure that you will not object to your name being included 
with the devoted workers who have, for many months, taken’a very 
active part in the glorious task of getting the children away. 

Whata pity, however, that the Jewish Branch, which provides the 
necessary kasher food and excellent superintendence, is unable to 
send more children away! But theirimportant undertaking is limited 
by the income of the fund. Let us hope that next year the organisa. 
tion will be in the happy position of being able to send away an 
increased number of children. 

Those who have so far forgotten the poor children are advised 
to visit any one of the twenty Centres where the children are now 
quartered. I venture to say that such a visit would be more effective 
on their purse-strings than even the powerful pen of “ MENTOR.”

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Jewish Marriages and Christian Churches. 
— 
A Glaring Jewish Disability. 


From Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches. 
Tu the Editor of THe Jewisa CHRONICLE. 


Sra,—I deem it a duty to call the attention of the Jowish Community 
to a disability affecting Jews in this country who desire to marry in 
Scotland. Unless both contracting parties are domiciled North of the 
T weed, the only way to have “the banns” of the marriage proclaimed,” 
and to obtain the Kogistrar’s authorisation for its solemnisation, is to 
have the names of the couple “called” on three. successive 
Sundays in the Parish Church of the Established Churches of 
England and of Scotland in the districts in which the parties to 
the marriage reside. As the certificate of the Nogistrar for 
Marriages in England or Ireland has no validity in Scotland, the 
usual method employed by the Jews of Great Britain, viz., the putting 
up of the banns at the office of the Registrar for Marriages, cannot be 
employed when one of the parties about to marry in Scotland is resident 
in England or Ireland. The only way, therefore, in which such a 


- Marriage can be legally “proclaimed” and the necessary authorisation — 


obtained, is to bave the banns called at the Church of the district (as by 
law established) to which the candidates for marriage respectively belong. 
Jews who apply to the Registrar for the ordinary certificate are informed 
that the only way in which they can obtain authorisation for thetr 
marriage is to apply to the Vicar, or Sessions Olerk, of the Parish Church 
of the Church of England, or of Scotland, for the proclamation during the 
services on three successive Sundays. However reluctant Jows may be 
‘to have their marriage announced by a Vicar in a Church they have 
to submit to this procedure, and they bave personally to make the 
application to the Church authorities. I have before mo a certificate 
which was handed to me by a bridegroom whose marriage I solemnised 
here a few weeks ago, a similar certificate having besn obtained by the 
bride from the Sessions Clerk of a Church in Edinburgh. The certificate 
referred to reads as follows : | 


§. GEORGE'S CHURCH, JESMOND, | 
NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE 


[ Certify that the Banns of Marriage between ; 
Bachelor, and *. Spinster, were duly called in this 
Ohurch on the following dates: June 15, 22, 29, 192t, and that 
no impediment was alleged. 


CECIL J. WOOD 
Date—30/5/24 Vicar. 


In another case. the parties‘ concerned—being resolutely opposed to 
having their marriage proclaimed in Church—were compelled to contract 
a civil marriage according to the Scotch Law beforo they could have their 
roligious marriage solemnised in the Synagogue. This practice has now 
become quite frequent in Scotland, and [ am afraid that in course of time 
serious evils will result from it to the young generation of Jews in this 
part of the Kingdom. 3 

When I took ap my daties as Rabbi in Edinburgh (some five and 
a-halt years ago) and became aware of this extraordinary state of affaire, 
I approached the Registrar-General for Scotland and pointed ott the 
injustice done to the Jewish citizens of this country by the Registrar's 
insistence on Jews proclaiming their marriages in Christian churches. 
My complaint was received very sympathetically, and | was granted a 
long interview with the principal official dealing with the legal difficulties 
encountered in the registration of marriages. I was agreeably surprised 
to find that the official concerned held the same view on this anomaly, 
and condemned itas wholeheartedly, as [ did. He said that similar com. 
plaints had been received from Catholics and Nonconformists. He also 
agreed with me when | pointed out that if the object of putting up the banns 


was to elicit objections from people who knew the parties and wera 


aware of impediments to the marriage, the proclamation of a Jewish 
marriage in a Christian Church before Christian worshippers was entirely 
valueless, and that ifa place of worship was the proper /oca! for such 


publication it ought to take place in a Synagogue. But there was no - 


doubt in bis mind that tho Marriage Acts of Parliament as they stand 
leave the authorities no choice but to insist on the calling of the banns in 
the Official Parish Church, and that the only way of obviating the diMiculty 
is to get the act relating to the registration of marriages amended in 
Parliament. This, the official thought, would be a comparatively easy 


matter, if a few Scottish Members of Parliament could be induced to take - 


itup. {have no doubt that [ could easily have obtained this help from 
certain Scottish members. 

In view of the fact, however, that this is a matter which concerns 
the Jows of Great Britain as a whole, [ came to the conclusion 
that {¢ would oot be right for me to act alone in the 
matter, and I decided to approach the Deputies of British Jews. 
I wrote to Mr. Charles H. L. Emanuel, the Solicitor and Secretary, 
and also called on him at his office in Finsbury Square. After a 
full discussion of the question, Mr. Emanuel agreed to submit the matter 
to the Law and Parliamentary Committee.

I have not 
been informed. What [I do know, however, is that four years have 
elapsed since I first brought this matter to the notice of the Deputies, ang 
that nothing has been done to remedy the existing evil. Should this be 
allowed to continue indefinitely ? | | 

- Jewish inactivity in this matter is the more astonishing asa tho 
remedy for the evil can so easily be found. All that need be done is to 
secure the introduction of an amendment to the present Act making the 
certificates as to the putting up of banns issued by the Registrars for 
Marriages in England and Northern Ireland valid in Scotland, and »:.» 
versd. A special arrangement could be come to with the [rish [ree Stato 
There is not the slightest doubt that apart from the anomaly of tho 
present position as it affects the Jews, the Government would only 
be too glad to remove the piece of anachronism which prevents 
certificates issued by accredited British officials being accepted in any 
part of the United Kingdom. But no partyin Parilament could deny 
that the Jewish citizens of this country have a right to object to being 
compelled to have their marriages proclaimed by a Christian clergyman 
in a Christian Church. Nor is there any reason why Christian clergymen 
should be compelled to announce Jewish marriages from their pulpits, if 
they regard such a procedure as improper (as, I know, many of them do). 
Then why are our. Deputies hesitating’ What are they waiting for’ 
Must the initiative be taken by the Catholics” Are we not as fully 


emancipated, and as much entiticd to have a grievance redressed, as 


they are? 

Your readera will remember the way in which a Committee of the 
Deputies first dealt with the complaint | submitted to them some three 
years ago regarding the publication of the “Prioress’ Tale of the Boy 
Martyr ™ in a school edition of Chaucer's “Canterbury Tales.” The decision 
to take no action was quickly reversed, and successful intervention 
ensued, when the matter was brought to the notice of the Deputies and 
their constituents by means of a letter addressed to your columns, | 
sincerely hope that this letter will have a similar effect, and that wo 
shall soon hear of the successful intervention of our Deputies in removing 
one of the last remaining Jewish disabilities in this country.

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Reason and Sentiment in Judaism.

PR PONS TON 
Know therefore this day, and lay it to thine heart, that the Lord He is 


God in heaven above and upon the earth beneath; there is none else."— 
Deuteronomy iv., 39. 


It is significant that in this verse, so familiar to us from its use in the 
Prayer Book, the fundamental! article cf the Jewish creed is commended 
to our acceptance on two grounds: fireat, because it rests on mental con- 
viction, and, secondly, because it responds to the inner promptings of our 
nature. “Know and lay it to thy heart.” Judaism, it suggests to us, has 
its roots both in the mind and inthe heart. Kuowledce and feeling, the 
inteliect and the emotions, reason and sentiment: both these great 
constituents of human nature combine to form a solid rock on which the 
structure of our faith is reared. We prociaim, and proclaim truthfully, 
that the sources of Jewish belief and practice are to be found in the 
injunctions of the Torah, the noble utterances of Prophets and Psalmists, 
and in the vast reservoir of Rabbinical teaching. Yet is it not an 
indubitable fact that in the last resort the doctrines and traditions we have 
inherited from the past find a permanent lodgment in our religious 
system because, and in ae far ae, they receive the sanction of our 
mental faculties and harmonise with the nmeeds cof our spiritual 
natures? The history of Jewish literature forme'in the main a great 
stream of theological aud religious exposition, fed-by these two intellectual 
and emotional currents. On the one hand we bave grand literary 
masterpieces, marked by keen analysis and courageous speculation, of 
which the supreme example is Maimonides’ §°S133 "™"O “ Guide to the 
Perplexed;” on the other, that pious dissertation on ‘Spiritual instincts 
and functions, Bachya’s rain “Heart duties,” is but one of a 

vast number of treatises which lay stress on the necessity of inner religion. 

It is of the utmost importance that this composite character of 
Judaism should be realised and constantly borne in mind. Too often in 
our discussions on religious and communal problems we_ fail to reach 
because while the one side appeals to reason, the other is 
ewayed wholly by sentiment. Many of us—perhaps most of us—are too 
one-sided in our qutlook upon those demands which are involved in our 
desire to maintain a steady allegiance to Judaism and sincere devotion to 
its great historic mission. To fashionour religious purposes and practices 
almost exclusively in obedience to intellectual promptings, leaving the 
yearnings of the heart unsatisfied ; or, on the other hand, so to exalt senti- 
ment as to make it the sole arbiter in the settlement of religious 
questions and thus to ignore the results of reasoning, learning, research, 
and criticism: either course is alike fatal to real advance and destructive 
of any hope of success in our efforts to realise the ideals of Judaism. 
We bave winds and hearts: both must be cultivated in the cause of our 
religion: we have conceptions and emotions; both must be allowed full 
exercise if we are to gain security, prosperity, and permanence for our 
sublimest aspirations and for our world mission. 

Judaism, then, is first of ail an intellectual religion. “Know that 
the Lord, he is God in heaven above and upon the earth beneath : there 
is none else.” Knowledge is a condition of the triumph of Jewish ideals, 
Enthusiasm for knowledge has characterised Israe) throughout its 
chequered history ; neither migration nor persecution has ever quenched 
the thirst for knowledge and the devotion to learning which are innate 
in the Jewish character. In the spirit of the text, Jeremiah exclaime: 
(ix, 23) “ Thus saith the Lord, let net the wise man glory in his wisdom, 
neither let the mighty man glory in his might, let not the rich man glory 
in his riches: butlet him that glorieth glory in this, that he understandeth 
and knoweth me.” he Rabbis are never tired of emphasising knowledge 
as an indispensable factor in religion. “ Hastthou acquired knowledge?” 
runs a famous adage, “what dost thou lack? Dost thou lack know- 
ledge? What then hast thou acquired?” Need I remind you of. the 
remarkable fact that our nrayer book contains a special petition in which 
we daily supplicate God t/ bestow upon us the blessings of enlightenment. 
“Oh favour us with knowledge, understanding, and discernment from 
thee. Blessed art Thou O Lord, Gracious Giver of knowledge.” Could 
there be a finer tribute to the loftiness of Judaism than the earnest aspira- 
tion here expressed that its foundations may be continually strengthened 
by whatever contributions can be gained from the fields of thought, study, 
enquiry, andlearning? MONW "DO PONN Sapa mm: “Accept the truth 
from whosoever utters it,” is the wise injunction ofan enlightened Rabbi. 

Let us not hesitate to be gratefal for the emphasis laid upon intellect 
and reason in the bistory and literature of our faith. It has saved 
Judaism from many dangers and bas retained for it the loyalty of those 
whose single aim isthe attainment of truth. Obscurantism—the deliberate 
closing of the eye to the rays of advancing enlightenment—has met with 
determined and persistent opposition in the development of Judaism. 
There can be no greater foe to the prevalence of a religious system than 
an obstinate refusal to listen to the voice of knowledge, as it unfolds itself 
with every advauce of research and fresh discovery. No Jewish minister 
would have given impression to the declaration wade by a clergyman a 
week or two ago at a Protestant Congress to the effect that in studying 
the Scriptures reason and intellect must take a secondary place. 

And, indeed, if we would gauge the enormous value to our faith of 
the welcome it offers to scholarship, we have only to compare the effect 
of historic research and criticiem on Judaism and Christianity respec- 
tively—on dogmatic Judaism and dogmatic Christianity. lo the light of 
rational enquiry and historic study what becomes of the distinctive 
dogmas of the Christian \belief? What becomes of the doctrines of the 
Trinity, the Resurrection, Original Sin, the Immaculate Conception, the 
divinity and perfection of Jesua? By the confession of liberal Christiang 
themselves, all these beliefs have to be refined away and trausformed 
into Ogures of speech, and the whole fabric of doctrines, which Gistinguish

Christianity from pure Judaism, comes crashing into ruins. 
thanks to its insistence on knowledge from the very start, occupies a very 
different position. If any of our tenets and beliefs are aflected by the 
results of modern learning, they are not those by which Judaism stands or 
falis. The Unity of God stands an impregnable rock amid the fierce clash 
of theological controversy. Revelation may be tanght in different forms 
with the process of the ages, but the Hebrew Bible ever remains the sacred 
store-house of the loftiest religious and moral truth. Even the doctrine 
of Israel's election—the claim that Israel has been divinely appointed to 
preserve and spread abroad the blessings of purity in religion and ethics— 
receives sanction and confirmation from the history of the world’s 
progress. -No one ventures to doubt that civilisation is rocted in the 
principles handed down by Israel’s noblest thinkers and teachers. We 
do not claim that our tenets can be established with the exactness of 
mathematical proof; but we expose them to the full glare of reasovo and 
learning, and we declare in the words of afamons English Statesman 
that “it is more difficult not to believe than to believe.” 


But, as I have said, we are enjoined not only to ‘now the teachings 
of our faith, but to lay them to our hearts. In other words, we are jed to 
God not only by our intellects, but also by our emotions, by the inner 
yearnings of our souls. There is a great field of buman experience out- 
side the domain of intellect. Reason is potent, but it is not omnipotent. 
That Judaism is a rational religion is conveyed by the Psalmist's exciaies- 
tion: “ The heavens declare the glory of God: and the firmament sheweth 
His handiwork.” But that there is a second avenue leading us to faith 
and holiness is brought home to us by that other noble utterance of the 
Psalms, in which we read the experience of our own hearts at moments 
of spiritual exaltation. “As the hart panteth after the water brooks; so 
panteth wy soul after Thee, O God.” If itis true, to use the Nabhinic 
aphorism, that God asks for man’s heart, it is 
true that man’s heart asks for God, 

And sc it has come about that in order to satisfy that deep 
Judaism has been enriched by an elaborate synagogue ceremonia! and 
by moving home observances, around which our deepest affections are 


clustered, The past history of our people stirs our bearts with an 
imperious call. Its triumphs and its stories of heroism, its record of 
unsurpassed devotion to a supreme ideal aré stamped upon our jiturgy 
and upon our religious celebrations, even as the history of the earth's. 
evolution is written in the strata of the rocks, Let as not. like the spend- 
thrift heir of a rich legacy, carelessly dissipate oyr heritage. Let us 


Bpare no éflort to garner and add to our store of noble achievement. By, 


all means let the searchlight of thought and knowledge and criticism be 
turned upon our doctrines and practices, upon ai) the detaiis of ovr 
religious system, but let-us ever beware of the fatal danger of wasting 
the sustaining nutriment of sentiment and enthusiasm. Let us strive to 
bring about a barmopnioue blending of our intellectual conceptions with 


our soul's deeires—iet us serve and worship God with our winds and 
bearts.

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An Old Jewish Cemetery.

- (nere were removed to a new resting-place, a little while ago, the 


remains of seventeen human beings whose burials were recorded by two 
old tombstones: they came from an old Jewish cemetery—unique among 


its kind—that has stood, broken down and unheeded, for more than a 


bundred years on the outskirts of a small village near North Shields. 
This strange burial place, measuring approximately twenty square feet, 
contained, as I have said, two tombstones, a photograph of which is 
here reproduced and which one gathered, despite the worn condition 
of the inscription, stood over the graves of Hart Samuel, aged 
seventy-seven years, who was buried in 1806 and of his wife, 
Rachaéé! Samuel who died in her seventy-fourth year, the inscription 
is nob sufficiently legible to show whether Hart Samuel was pre- 
deceased by his wife or not. There is no civil record of these burials, 
and for over a century and a quarter these tombstones have stood out as 
representatives of Judaism in a village where, within living memory, no 
Jew has ever made his home. 


_ Some years ago, the local Corporation acquired the land, including 
this miniature cemetery, aga building site. It was, however, only a few 
weeks #@go that this little plot of land was dug up, and instead of two 
skeletons, as suggested by the two tombstones, there were found the 
remains of seventeen human skeletons. Nothing is known of the 
additional fifteen human beings who were buried here, save that the 
size of some of the skeletons suggests that they are the remains of young 
ebildren 

W hee the local authority bought the land, no mention was made in 
the deeds of this strange burial-placeitincluded. Noristhereany reference 
in the records of North Shields to any local Jewish cemetery in the early 
years of the last centary. Itappears that this cemetery was situated ina 
field belonging to an estate known as Balkwell Farm, the property of one 
Freeman until purchased: by the Tynemouth Corporation for building 
purposes. When the estate was sold, these graves passed as part of a 
field in it; they were not mentioned. One is inclined to conjecture that 
some owner of Balkwell Farm may have given this little place to a Jew 
fora burial-place as a privilege or siga of friendship in the days 
when privileges for Jews were few. Andalmost unconsciously, the story 
of Abraham and the cave of Machpelah is called to mind. 

There was acertain pathetic beauty in this graveyard, with its broken- 
down walisand unattended graves. Stones from the walls remained where 
they fell—but the two tombstones stood out despite crumbling walls and 
neglect, perhaps as emblematic of a great nation that likewise has with- 
stood the vicissitudes of Time. It is gratifying to know that these tomb. 
stones and the human remains have now been removed to a better tended 
resting place ; it is however to be regretted thatany cemetery should have 
been so neglected ; their care should be, one would think, a matter of 
communal interest. The site of this interesting graveyard has now been 
built upon, and so, there has been removed this reminder—this memorial 
to those Jews and Jewesses who kept up the spirit of Judaism in this 
little known village so many years ago.

CCLI.—The Higher Criticism. 
My Dear Cousin, 


A German scientist, one Herr Jens Jurgens, has just published alittle 
book in which he attempts to prove that Moses was able to make gun. 
powder and dynamite ! Hesees clear evidence for this in the whole sacri fi. 
cial system and in the organisation of the Tabernacle. Why did Mosesstrict!y 
prohibit the consumption of biood and fat? Why were ali the animals 
brought to sacrifice siaughtered by the priests, and by the priests only” 
Herr Jiirgens suggests that the blood was allowed to run on the ashes, and 
a kind of saltpetre or potash was formed, Moses must also have been in 
possession of phosphorus, which he obtained from the ores abounding iu 


the Sinai Peninsula, He likewise had coal or charcoal. With theso 


three elements it was easy to make gunpowder. Herr Jiirgens goes 
farther, and connects with dynamite all the miracles in the Bible that 
have reference to the “fire of the Lord.” The Pillar of Fire, the destruc. 
tion of the Egyptians as they followed the Israe ites through the Red Sea, 
the destruction of Korah and his band were all carried out by tho use of 
dynamite. Before Moses died, he transmitted the secret to Joshua, who 
was enabled by its aid to cross the Jordan, and to reduce the city of 
Jericho. The sounding of the trumpets was merely the signal for setting 
fire to the dynamite which had been prepared. The Ark of the Covenant 
was the depository of the powder, and when on one occasion it exploded, 
fifty thousand people were killed—as you may read in the sixth chapter 
of the First Book of Samuel. 


This appears to be the latest theory: in the sphere of the Higher 
Criticism of the Bible, and it shows that there are no bounds to restrain 
the imagination and inventiveness of some people. Those who have made 
a study of the theories of the Higher Critics will know that in many casc 5 
they adduce fantastic evidence, and reach strange results. It is because 
of the extremists among them that a certain opposition has been generated 
against al! Higher Criticism. But in considering any problem, whether 
in the realm of business or scholarship, social life or political theory, it 
would be an error to look toextreme opinions for guidance. Not al! Higher 
Critics are extremists. Not all would be prepared, for example, tosuppoct 
the Polychrome or Rainbow Bible.” Who hasnot heard of the Kainbow 
Bible?” A goodly number of the Higher Critics have dissected the text 
of the Pentateuch and baveattem pted, certainly to their own satisefactivnu 


$0 allocate each verse, sometimes even each line, to a particular source. 


It was a uovel idea so te print the text of the Bible as to show in Varying 
colours the origin of the respective verses, lines, or even words, at a 
giance. Those who have seen a copy of the Rainbow Bible muat bavo 
rejoiced at the colour scheme, must have marvelled at tho ingentity of 
those who were responsible for the division and sub-division of the text, 
and must bave been astonished atthe courage which made possible the 
production. 


But the work of extremists should not prejudice the ordinary man 
against the Higber Criticism of the Bible. Nor should he be adversely 
influenced by another argument. It bas been said, and with a good dea! 
of truth, that very many of the prominent scholars who criticise the 
Bible are anti-Jewish in their views. Their great aim seems to be to 
discredit tho documents upon which the ancient Hebrew religion is based 
in order.to magnify its daughter religion, Let it not be forgotten, huw- 


ever, that if some Hebrew oritics deny that Moses ever lived, there are 


many who also deny the historical existence of Jesus. Besides, not al! 
the Higher Critics are anti-Semites. A goodly number of them not only 
love the Bible, but they also love the people of the Bible, One in 
particular I recall; no less a scholar than Professor Cornili, a man with 
soul, a poet and musician of no mean order, a great Hebrew scholar with 
a scientific mind, a man of whom it may justly be said that the spirit of 
God rests upon him, Those who have had the privilege of looking at his 
countenance or of sitting at his feet to learn about the Bible will be agreed 
that above all else he loved the Bible. His lectures on the bumanity 0! 
the Old Testament, and on the Psalmsin Literature provide instructive 
and interesting reading for all those who care for the Bible; while his 
book on the Prophets of Israel, which I believe has been translated from 
the German into Engiish, is one whieh I should dearly like to recommen! 
to all Jews who love their ancient literature. Needless to say, in this 
splendid volume Cornill presents the Higher Critical view of the develo): 
ment of prophecy in Israel. But there is nothing objectionabic 


about it; it will be found extremely helpful, informative, and ever 
entertaining. 


After all, what is Higher Criticism? Surely it is merely a scientific 
way of regarding the Bible. Wi)! anyone deny that there are difficulties 
in the Bible for modern readers? Will anyone deny that there are 
scientific difficulties and mora! difficulties? Will anyone deny that io 
order to study the Bible effectively it is necessary to haye a number 0! 
Helps? There has.been, whether we like it or not, progress in thought. 
Men have always boenattempting to understand the Universe. To-day 
we know more about the Universe than the people of two or three 
centuries ago. We know more of the history ofmankind. Weare bette: 
equipped to distinguish between what is history and whaé is legend. |' 
Stands to reason that an ancien? literature such as the Bibie is-—one, 
moreover, that has always been studied—must have been subject to 
criticism and questioning throughout the ages. One might say that tho 
Higher Criticiem is as old as the Bibleitself; Theancient Jewish Rabbis 
had to answer questions in regard to the Bible. It may be that thei: 


' aaswers would not find general acceptance to-day. But the point is tha! 


they did ask questions, questions which many people to-day are stil! 
asking. Did Moses write the Pentateuch? Did David write the Psalms 
and the Proverbs? Is the Book of Isalah one ortwo? What attitude 
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are we to take up to the story of the origin of the world and of man as 
presented in the Book of Genesis? Was David a moral character, judged 
by ourstandard? How are we to characterise his last will and testament 
to Solomon in regard to dealing with his enemies? What are we to say to 
the story of Elisha, the little children who called him names, and the 
she-bears? What of the miracles in the Bible? 


On all these problems the Higher Criticism desires to throw light and 


attempts to discover truth. These attempts may indeed be halting and 


ineffective, but in so far as they are honest attempts, they are to be wel- 
comed. Judaism has never objected to the exercise of the mind. Judaism 
has nothing to fear from light. It stands to reason that all discovery of 
truth must at the same time destroy error. For centuries men believed 
that the sun moved round the earth. When it was established that the 
earth moves round the sup, an error was destroyed. So it is with the 
Bible. We need guidance in the study of it. Well do I recoilect how a 
young friend of mine expressed his delight when a little book, called 
Helps to the Study of the Bible,” published by the Oxford University 
Press, first came into his hands. He told me how jie there found all 
about the texts of the Bible and their antiquity, the ancient versions, a 
consideration of the authenticity of the Bible, an account of ancient 
Palestine, some explanation of the weights and measures in the Bible. 
Then there were the maps and illustrations. What a joy these were, 
to say nothing of the handy Concordance to the English version. I have 
often wished that there were a Jewish book of this kind, embodying the 
same information in a handy form from a Jewish point of view. It was 


- with similar feelfpgs, my young friend confessed, that he first devoured 


the writings of the late Professor Robertson Smith. They came as a 
revelation to him. They thew light on a great many provoking difficulties 
which for long had troubled his mind. Did he lose interest in the Bible 


in consequence? Far from it. The new light made the Biblical literature | 


more glorious than before, and he realised that if the story of the Creation 


in Genesis must be written down a myth, it is a Jewish myth, represent: - 


ing what the ancient ancestors of his people thought about one of the vital 
and central problems of life. He began to see miracies in their true 
light. And if he was convinced that there were two Isaiahs and not one, 


surely he was the richer for the discovery. A study of the Higher 


Criticism of the Bible enabled him to place the prophets in some more or 


less chronological order, and to bring their messages into relation with 
the political history of their time. 


I am pretty sure that my friend's experiences must be those of many 


other people. On the whole, the Higher Criticism has helped students of 
the Bible, and it has also helped Jewish students of the Bible. Of what 
momeni is it if a man should come to the conclusion that David did not 
write the Psalms? Is the value of the Psalms thereby decreased by one 
jot? .It is probably true to say that a scientific way of looking at the 
Bible enables us to see in the Bible the souls and wordsof realmen. The 
Higher Criticism has made additions to our knowledge of history; it has 
increased the ssthetic appeal of the literature of the Bible; it has 
strengthened the moral power of the Bible by humanising it; and it has 
shown the Bible to be @ great literary and morai classic of mankind. 
After all, even in Talmud times there were Rabbis with critical minds. 
I recall Jocbanan bar Napacha who did not shrink from criticiking the 
text of the Mishna; whose method would be described to-day as the 
historical method, and who was courageous enough to reject texts as not 
genuine. In modern times, too, there have been great Jewsot undoubted 
piety who, in their love for the Talmud, in their desire to understand 


_ ite dark corners, have ventured, and often with great success, to improve 
the text by suggested emendations, which bear witness not only to great 


scholarship but also to deep insight. 


To pass judgment on the results of the Higher Critics is the business 
of specialists and not of the average man. There are involved in this 
problem questions of language, archmology, history and folklore. But 
the results of the Higher Criticism of the Bible eannot but be helpful to 
those Jews who bonestly désire to understand the literatare of their 
people and to study it closely. If only we had more Jewish students of 
the Bible among the rank and file of Jewry! I call to mind such an 


iustitution as the Church Tutorial Olasses Association, which arranges 
email study groups under competent leadership for the study of the - 


Bible, not for children but fer adults. Adult education is beginning to 
play a great part in the national life, and competent observers declare 
that it is destined to play a yet greater part. The Church Tutorial 
Classes take their study of the Bible seriously. Their. work is not 
spasmodic, but is carried on for a definite period, and goes from strength 
to strength. Why cannot we have Jewish Tutorial Classes? It is an old 
gibe, but it is none the less true, that the “people of the Book” care 
least for the Book, and probably do not know as muoh about it as 
Gentiles. Far from condemning the main results of the Higher Criticism 
of the Bible, our ministers should encourage the members of their 
congregations to stady the Bible in the light of Higher Criticiem. 
Those who have within them faith in truth will readily agree 
that what is true is bound to prevail, in spite of all criticism ; and the 
great truths of the Bible, therefore, have nothing to fear from the 
application of light and scientific method. But if in the process some 
dross is lost, who will regret this? Those who believe that Judaism has 
inmate strength and vigour can have little to fear .rom the Higher 
Criticism of the Bible. It seems to me that a policy of excluding all 
Higher Criticism from a study of the Bible is by no means wise. The 
commonsense of the average man, particularly if he receives a little 
guidance, may be trusted to deal with the theories of a Delitezch or a 
Jirgens as they deserve.

INTERVIEW FOR “THE JEWISH CHRONICLE” 
WITH 


Dr. HUGO BERGMAN. 
Pes is gradually becoming an intellectual as well as a 


spiritual Jewish centre. As the Jewish National ilome is 

being developed, the intellectual forces in Jewry scattered 

throughout the world will be drawn to Zion. The opening 
of the Hebrew University in the near future will doubtless tend to 
consolidate as well as accelerate the intellectual position in 
Palestine, An important factor 
in the development. of 
Jerusalem as o Jewish intel- 
lectual centre is the National 
Library. A representative of 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
gathered some interesting 
information respecting the 
Library in Jerusalem from Dr. 
Hugo Bergman, its Librarian, 
who was present at the con- 
ference on the Hebrew Uni. 
versity recently held in London. 
Dr. Bergman, who is a native of 
Czecho-Slovakia, has had a 
‘brilliant University career. 
Reared in assimilationist 
surroundings, he joined the 
Zionist Movement while still a 
student in the Prague Uni-

versity under Professor Albert- 


Einstein, who then held the Chair of Mathematics. He aiso 
attended the Berlin University and occupied the position of librarian 
at the University Library of Prague for thirteen years. In1919, Dr. 
Bergman, who is the author of several books on general philosophy 
and on Jewish stfidies, came to London, where for some time he was 
associated with the educational department of the Zionist Organisa. 
tion. Later he was entrusted by the Zionist Organisation to build 
up the Jewish National Library in Jerusalem. 
“Palestine,” said Dr. Bergman, “is in great need of books. The 
country has no scientific tradition. Jews are now only beginning to 
establish scientific institutions. The intellectual and spiritual growth of 


Palestine Jewry is rendered very dificult in consequence of the lack of | 


essential material to pursue scientific research. It is the aim of the 
National Library to fill the gap.” | 

Asked by our representative as to the number of books already ia 
possession of the Jewish Nationa! Library, Dr. Bergman said 

“Oar last stocktaking on June lst, 1/24, showed 73,609 volumes. But 


- during the last week we bave received Professor Goldziher’s library, com. 


prising about 6,000 vyolumes. This brings the total to about 55,000 
volumes. Ofthis number about 40,000 are Hebrew books. We owe our 


Hebrew collection chiefly to Dr. Joseph Chazanoviteh. The library was. 


founded.in 14/2 by the Jerusalem .Lodge of the * B’aai Brith,’ but its chief 
supporter was Ur. Chazanovitch, who changed the entire character and 
scope of the Library and aimed ata truly mationa! institution. . His idea 
was thatthe Juwlsh people must have a centre where all books written 
by Jews and about Jews should be collected, thus enabling a scientific 
atudy of Judaism in all its aspects. Weare, of course, still far from the 
rea!isation of this aim, but our library is already the largest, not only in 
Palestine, butin the Noar East. A turther great impulse for the develop- 


mepntof the library came with the founding of the Hebrew University. 
Through the popularity of this idea we were able to collect.as many as 
55,000 volumes during the last four years.” 


($ the demand by readers for Hebrew books only ? 

Oh, no, Hebrew ranks first,. but there are requests for books in al! 
the Luropean tongues. I may add that the Gemand for English books 
bas increased during the last four years. The number of people knowing 
and studying English has rapidly grown asa result of life under British 
Adimivistration.. The call for English books, especially of a scientific 
nature, is considerable, while the library possesses many English volumes 
the number is inadequate to cope with the demand.” 

Do you think thet the time is yet ripe for cultural and educational 
institutions in Palestine”? 

Most decidedly. Many historians, philologists, sociologists, econo. 
mists, and educationists have visited Palestine within the last two yoars. 
This fact had a great influence in raising the scientific and educational 
standard of the country. With the building of the University in Jeru- 
salem, scientific research is bound to increase. The Library is not yetin 
®& position to provide all scholars with scientific works for study and 
research, No thorough research work at the University without a well. 

equipped library is possible.” 

Asked whether the Jewish Library is frequented by non-Jews, Dr. 
Bergman said that he was glad to say that the number of non-Jewish 
readers in the library was not inconsiderable, One often finds, he said 
non-Jewish readers sitting side by side with a Chaluz tn the reading. 
room. 

By whom is the Library maintained? our representative enquired,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

Every spiritual operation has its physical basis in close connection 
with which it lives its life and does its work. The illustration of that 


truth is everywhere. growth of the tree isa mysteriousand spiritual 


power. No man has ever seen it. It cannot be detected at its labour 
when with a sudden stroke of the axe you tear the tree’s trunk open. 
And yet it is inextricably bound up with the grosser elements, in connec. 
tion with which alone it does its work. Or take the character ofa nation, 
its advance in cultivation, and in the production of that special type of 
national being which constitutes its spiritual power, and makes it a rea) 
presence, not merely on the map but among the spiritual forces of 
the world—this has its physical basis. The soil and situation of the 
country where that nation lives, the amount and kind of its materia! 


_ prosperity, these are the first elements which teil in the production 


of the nation's life, and in deciding of what sort its most spiritua! 
productions are to be. The songs of its sinners and the raptures of 
its saints will get their tone from the mountains from which they are 
echoed, or from the waters across which they float. And every man has 
in his bodily constitution the physical basis of the most subtle and trans. 
cendent parts of his profoundest life. Out of the very: marrow of bis 
bones comes something which bis finest affections never*outgo, 
and which give a colour to his soul's loftiest visions. His dreams are 
different to other men’s because of the texture of bis muscles and the 


- colour of his blood. Itis on the harp of his nervous system that the Psalm 


of hislife is played. There is a physical correspondent to everything | 


that he thinks or fancies; a physical basis to his most spiritual life. The 
truth of this physical basis is set forth most vividly in the Biblical 
account of the creation of man: “The Lord God formed man of the dust 
of the grourd, and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life, and man 
became a living soul.” Thatis absolutely true to the great order which 
pervades the universe. 

_ Every lower life is made to reach up and fulfil itself in a higher. 
Men talk about the care of their human bodies. Is it a noble or ignoble 


thing. One generation devotes itself to athletic culture as if there were 


no loftier religion; another generation despises exercises, and gocs 
limping and coughing among the groves of its academy, as if to care for 
Lealth or sickness weré unworthy of a thinking man. There’are two 
young men who walk our streets. One of them is the young student 
who bas burnt out the strength of his body in his midnight oil. The 
other is the young athlete who has given away to muscle the care an! 
calture which was meant for mind. The staggering scholar and the 
stupid athlete are both failures. The body should be trained thorough!y, 
but for spiritual uses. Pbysical health should be gathered like a great 
reservoir of waters to be set free to tura the wheels of high thoughts, and 
generous emotions, and benignant charities. We are beginning to realise 
that a community will have higher tastes and better government and less 
sordidness and crime when its alleys and courts are no longer breedivg 
places of consumption and fever. We build our schools and our hospitals, 
and we keep them apart from one anotber as if they had no true connec. 
tion. Only when in our thought they make one single system sbal! wo 
be sure that we are serving and saving the whole man. 

There is a health of the community which corresponds to the health 
of the physical body and shares in many of its laws. It is what is calied 


in general material prosperity. It has its failures and recoveries, its — 


fevers and its paralysis, its full-blooded vitality and its white-faced decline. 
What shall we say about the material prosperity of a community ’ 
Sometimes it is depreciated and defamed. Sometimes we are told that 
all the building of houses and laying out of roads and increase of the 
comforts and conveniences of life is base, and has no true connection with 
the higher life of man. That is foolish, and Judaism is the last religion 
to countenance such an idea, Theconnection between the lower and the 
higher is a certain fact, constantly empbasised in the Hebrew Bible, ani 
not to be ignored. And yet the whole way in which men have asserted 
and denied that connection is most significant. Man's treatment of 
wealth has been one of the strangest indications of his menta! and 


‘Spiritual condition. He has denounced wealth in all his most exalted 


moods. He has mused and declaimed on its worthiessness. And yet it 
has been the passion of his life to get it, and to get it more and more. 
Let the moralist stand at the corner of the street and tell men as they 
pass that money will not bring happiness, and every man who passes w!!! 
pause just long enough to nod to the sermon a melancholy assent, and 
then the whole river of human life will pour on to take possession of the 
last newly-opened field of profitable investment and make a little more 
money. Let all men say in certain moods that money-getting is & 
spare; nevertheless the pursuit goes on, and in spite of their contempt 
of wealth seeking, the mass of men spend their nights in dreaming and 
their days in working for the universally desired prize of wealth. 

The truth of the matter is that materia! well-being may be the basis 
of fine character and noble lifo. A rich man has opportunities of good. 
néss which a poor man does not have. Self-culture and the care for 
others lies open to him in bis opulent and well provided home. The 
getting of wealth and the using of wealth both open the chance for the 
cultivation of precious qualities. Therefore no baseness of the actual 
business world has ever led men's soundest thought to condemn money: 
getting universally and in unsparing terms. On the other hand, the 
search for wealth has evidently not been al ways or generally conscious of 
its responsibilities. It has been sordid and seifish. It has not always or 
generally produced refinement or charity. Therefore, not by abusing 
mosey-getting. but by insisting that money-getting must have ends 
beyond itself, must the problem of wealth be ultimately solved. 
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Mexico and the Jews. 


New Offer. 


In spite of the unfavourable reception accorded by American Jewish 
organisations to the previous offers of the Mexican Government in con- 
nection with Jewish colonisation in the country, a new offer is now forth- 
coming from Dr. Calles, the President-elect and leader of the Mexican 
Labour Party. 

Dr. Calles writes that the Mexican Government is prepared to wel- 
come the immigration of Jewish refugees whether they intend to engage 
in agriculture or in industrial pursuits. The Mexican Government will 
open negotiations with the American Jewish Congress, the American 
Jowish Committee, the Hias (Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
Society) and the Jewish labour organisations in the United States, with a 


view to setting up an organisation to conduct the work of transplanting 


the Jewish refugees to Mexico. A sum of two million dollars is required 
to start this work. If American Jewry will undertake to provide the 
necessary fluances, President Calles will ask the Mexican Government to 


make a grant of sufficiently large tracts of arable land for Jewish 


colonisation. The Government will also make a remission of land taxes, 
will reduce railroad fares for the immigrants, and will give them other 
facilities for settlement in Mexico. The Mexican Oonsuls abroad have 
already been instructed to make a remission of visa foes in the case of 
the refugees. 

‘There is already a Jewish community in Mexico City numbering five 
thousand, which is prospering, and possesses a beautiful synagogue, a 
Young Men's Hebrew Association, and a fine school, Dr. Oalles bas 
expressed himself in most sympathetic terms towards the Zionist Move- 
ment, and says that he looks with particular favour upon the development 
of the co-operative Jewish labour settlements. 


A New Jewish Emigration Society. 


Decline of German Anti-Semitic Organisations. | 
[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 


A Central Federation for regulating Jewish emigration and colonisa- 
tion ia being established here, following on a series of conferences of 
Jewish soctal workers held under the chairmauship of Dr. D. Lyovitch, 
of the “O.R.T.". The idea, which has led to the formation of the new 
Feéderation is that with the closing of the countries of immigration, it is 
necessary first to emsure a place of colonisation before the emigrants are 
to jeave the countries in which they are domiciled. For that reason the 
two questions of emigration and colonisation are to be considered as one. 
Reports on the situation were made by Dr. Singalovsky and Mr. Litvak. 
it was then formally decided to establish a Society for Emigration and 
Colonisation, the aim of which should be the opening up of new immi- 
gration possibilities for that section of the Jewish p»>pulation of Eastern 
Europe which must emigrate. The Society will strive to influence to a 
similar view all other organisations which are active in the fields of 
emigration and colonisation. 

The German Press reports a general decline of the anti-Semitic 
organisations in the country. Itis also noteworthy that as a result of 
lack of means the anti-Semitic organsin Hanau (Hessen), and Gardelegen 
(Saxony), have ceased to appear. 


Jewish Immigration to South Africa. 


No Discrimination. 


In a letter to the South African Board of Deputies, Dr. D. F, Malan,

mittees in the United States of America, Poland, France, Germany, 
Czecho Slovakia, Austria, Denmark, Switzerland, and Argentine.

In other countries, 
such as Rumania, Spain, Italy, and Sweden, the Library has individual 
supporters. These Committees organise their work by setting up 
Associations ‘Pro Bibliotheca Judaica.’ The collected books are for: 
warded to Jerusalem as they accumulate. Ia some countries, as for 
instance, in Austria and Poland, where it is far more difficult to raise 
funds for sending the books than to collect them—in Warsaw alone there 
are at the moment about ten thousand volumes —special rooms are rented 
temporarily to put up the books and index them. The Committees in the 
various countries try to establish contact (1) with scientific bodies; (2) 
with writers and publishers; (3) with the owners of large private 
libraries to induce them, either to present their libraries to the Jerusalem 
Library, or to bequeath them by will. Inthis way the Jerusalem Library 
has acquired six large private libraries within the last two years.” 

Has England rendered any assistance to the Library ? 

“We are greatly indebved to the Inter-University Jewish Federa. 
tion of Great Britain and Ireland, who have collected nearly ten thousand 
volumes Guring the last three years and have sent them to Palestine at 
their own expense. This good work still continues. The secretary, Mr. 
Kuperman, of the College of Technology, Manchester, is ever ready to 
give all detailed information concerning the Library.” 

What about space? Have you enough room to house all your books ? 

“The Library was housed in a building belonging to the B'nai Brith 
Lodge. As this building became overcrowded, a private house had to be 
rented in the neighbourhood, which provides enough accommodation for 
the present. All preparations, however, fora proper library building in 
connection with the U niversity, are being completed. The David Wolfsohn 
Trust has put its funds at the disposal of the Library for this purpose, 
and competitive building plans are to be opened before the acvtumna,”

The Carlsbad Conference 


The second Jewish World Relief Conference will open in Carlsbad 
next Thursday Sixty-five Jewish organisations of nineteen different 
countries have already written that they are sending representatives to 
the Conference.

Rosenbaum, President of the Jewish National 
Council and ex-Minister for Jewish Affairs, and Mr. Brudny, President of 
the Central People’s Bank (Lithuania); Professor Pick, member of the 
Palestine Zionist Executive, and Mr. David Yellin, President of the Jewish 
National Council (Palestine) ; Deputies Grinbaum, Prilutzki, Silberschein, 
Rosmarin, and Mme.

The Conference is called to consider the establishment of a Jewish 
world organisation for social relief work. A proposal will be submitted 
that the Jewish World Relief Conference cease to exist in its present 
form and be extended into a relief organisation which will embrace, as 
far as possible, the whole of world Jewry. It is pointed out that in the 
various countries the sums raised for Jewish relief work exceed the 
budgets of some of the smaller European states. The Joint Distribution 
Committee of America alone has expended about sixty million dollars on 
relief and reconstruction work. Throughout the world abont 200 million 
dollars are spent annually for Jewish relief and welfare work. The 
initiators feel that that if the dewish communal organisations and philan. 
thropic societies unite into an inter-territorial Jewish federation and 
appropriate to its funds only one or two per cent. of their incomes, a 
sufficient fund will be created to conduct Jewish social relief work on 4 
world scale. 


American Jewish Relief Committee. 
Activities Ended. 


After more than nine years’ activity with a record of many thousands 
of lives saved, over 4,000,000 children fed and clothed and close on 
1,000,000 tons of food distributed in Central Europe, the American Jewish 
Relief Committee has closed its offices. The winding up of the Com. 
mittee's affairs and the final collection of pledged contributions will take 
some time, so that in all probability the full ten years allotted to the 
enterprise when it began on October 25th, 1914, will be completed. Mr. 
Henry H. Rosenfeld, national director of the Committee, bas been in 
charge of the work from the beginning. 

The Committee raised 63,157,562 dollars, which was disbursed by the 
Joint Distribution Committee. 


Salonika Jews and Sunday Closing. 


Joint Foreign Committee and the Foreign Office. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf, on behalf of the Joint Foreign Committee of the 
Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association, recently 
addressed to the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs a letter 
requesting that the Government may make friendly representations te 
the Greek Cabinet to secure a revision of the law extending to Salonika 
the provisions of the Greek Compulsory Sunday Closing Law. The letter 
points out that the measure is “not only an act of injustice and religious 
intolerance,” but is also “a violation of solemn pledges given by the 
Hellenic Government at the time of the annexation of Salonika, and since 
frequently repeated by Greek statesmen, and even embodied in laws 
which bave not been repealed.” A copy of a letter from Mr. Venizelos, 
the former Greek Premier, impliedly promising the continuance of the 
privilege of Sunday trading accorded to the Jews, isappended. Mr. Wolf's 
letter adds that, should intervention by the British Government prove te 
be impracticable, the Joint Foreign Committee proposes to lay the facts 
before the Council of the League of Nations, and trusts that in that event 
it may have the support of the British delegates on the Council. 

The following reply has been received from the Foreign Office. 

Srr,—I am directed by Mr. Secretary Ramsay MacDonald to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter of the 23rd ultimo, relative to the manner in which the 
Jewish community in Salonika is affected by the application of the Sunday 
Closing Law in Greece, and toinform you that His Majesty’s Government deo 
not consider that they are ina position to intervene in what is essential'y s

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Austrian Anti-Semitic Conference. 
Demand for Plebiscite on Jewish Question. 
_ The Conference of the Anstrian anti-Semitic “Swastika,” organtsa- 
tion, which is now being held in Salzburg, has adopted a resolution 


demanding a plebiscite on the Jewish question. The resolutions draws 


up a list of proposals on which the electors are to be asked to vote : 

1. Alien Jews may stay in Austria not longer than fourteen days.in any one 
year, exceptions to be made only in the case of registered Jewish business men 
who are able to prove that it is essential for them to stay in the country fora 
longer period. : 

2. All permits of residence and gute of citizenship to Jews to be recon- 
sidered, aah ives acting in any way detrimental to the interests of the State to 
be interned in a concentration camp in which they should be made to do compal- 
sory Jabour for the Austrian State. 

3. Jews to have no vote either in Parliamentary or Municipal elections. — 

4. Jewish children to be educated in special schools to prevent any ki 
of intermingling of Jewish and Christian children. 

5. A strict investigation to be conducted by the Government as to how the 
wealthy Jews of Austria have acquired their large fortunes within the post-war 
period, on view to imposing heavy taxation on them covering the whole 
of the period. 

6. A world anti-Semitic congress to be convoked by Whitsun, 1926. All anti- 
Bemitic organisations hin E97 the world be asked to join an international 
anti-Semitic organisation.—/.7. A.

Rabbis and lmmodest Dress. 


New Jewish Representative in Polish Parliament.

Last Sunday, in all Polish towns with considerable Jewish popula- 
tions, the streets were placarded with notices to the effect that in future 
the Rabbinate wonld prohibit the performing of the marriage ceremony 
in the presence of women dressed in such a manner as to show their bare 
arms. The action of the Rabbinate comes as a result of the decisions of 
the Cracow Conference of Orthodox Rabbis. 

Dr. Koppel Schwartz, a member of the Central Committee of the 
Zionist Labour Confederation Hitachduth of Eastern Galicia, and a deputy 
member of the Actions Committee of the Zionist Organisation, has 
succeeded Senator Dr. Rubin Jonas, who died recently. 


Jews Honoured in Belgium. .

of the Jewish National Fund at present had been bought during the last 


three years. Unfortunately, the price of land in Palestine had increased 
considerably, and therefore higher prices had to be paid for the land pur- 
chased recently than would have been the case some years ago. It was 
beginning to be recoguised on all sides that the National Fund must 
restrict its activities to the purchase of land. Last year, the National 
Fund had spent 75 per cent. to 40 per cent. on the purchase of land, and 
20 per cent. to 25 per cent. on amelioration. The speaker also 
emphasised the fact that it must be clearly understood that 
as long as the land was sot in the possession. of the Jewish 
people and worked by the Jewish people, Palestine could not be 
Jewish. At present they had only ¢ per cent. to 5 per cent. of Palestinian 
soil in their possession which they must increase to at least ‘0 per cent. 
That should be feasible during the next ten years. {uring the last 
eighteen months the income_of the Jewish National Fund had improved 
considerably. Since last February the monthly receipts had averaged 
between £15,000 to £17,000. The Jewish National Fund bad now disposed 
of all its available land and therefore a campaign was being organised 
with the objsct of raising during the next twelve months, half a million 
pounds for the purchase of 100,000 dunams of land.

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY.

1V.—BUILDING MATERIALS. 


Visitors to the Palestine Pavilion may—or may not— have noticed at 
the Government stand a number of blocksof stone. Of little or no interest 
to the casual visitor, these nevertheless represent One of the wost 
‘promising of the modern industries of Palestine. Whatever may be the 
extent of the natural resources of Frefz Yisrael, every tourist at least 
knows that the country bas abundance of stomes—and fortunately much 
of the stone is eminently suited for building material, : 

Probably the most satisfactory branch of this industry lies in the 
quarrying and preparation of marble. The numerous building activities 
throughout the country provide every opportunity for establishing the 
home market, and hopes are entertained that a foreign trade, both in the 
unfinished and the finished product, can be successfully developed. The 
advantages to be derived particularly from the cultivation of the home 
market are Many and various. Not only will employment thus be found 
for those engaged on the actual! quarrying, but thousands can earn their 
livelihoods in the subsidiary industries of stone-hewing and cutting, as 
well as in trading in marble and in sculpture. Then, too, there should 
be a considerable export trade in the finished articles, with a consequent 
addition of no mean proportions to Pelestine’s revenue. The industry is, 
of course, faced with the competition of foreign producers, while economic 
conditions are dificult and there is no protective tariff. Nevertheless, 
the great distance which foreign marble must travel, tovether with the 
cost of loading and unloading and loss through breakages, greatly increases 
the cost of the imported article, and creates a demand for native marble. 
Polished Palestinian marble can be sold in the country for little more 
than one-fifth the cost of foreign marble of the same type.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE GEZ”UR SITE. 

[COMMUNICATED. } 

The ninth annual meeting of the Company was held at Winchester 
House, Old Broad Street, on July Sist. Mr. Hersert Bentwicu, LU.B., 

The Secretary (Mr, Geo. H. Lawrence) read the Auditor's report on 
the accounts for the yoar 1923. From these it appeared that: 

The number of shares had increased from 751 to 769 of £50 each, of the tota! 
capital value of £38,450; and the number of fouadation bonds issued had 
increased from 183 to 198, of the total capital value of £1,980 The total amount 
of cash received in respect of shares had increased from £14,487 to £15,967, and 
the cash received for bonds had increased from £674 to £720, bringing the total 
receipts from shares and bonds to £16,68°. The investments of the Company 
bad al! been realised to provide funds for the purchase of the estate at Gever, a 
total sam of £17,425 having been expended upon the purchase and the develop. 
ment of the estate. There had thus been only a amall income of £63 from 
investments, so that after paying the expenses of the year a deficieucy for the 
year of £348 was shown, against which the surplas of £235 brought forward was 
set off, leaving a deficiency of £115 to be carried forward. 

The CHAIRMAN, in proposing the adoption of the report and the 
balance-sheet, remarked that the small deficit now shown was of course 
only what was to be expected, now that the Company had ceased to earn 
interest on the money which had been temporarily invested and had 
come to its real work of purchasing an estate and preparing it for 
occupation. Their bankers, the Jewish Colonial Trust, were allowing 
them (on the personal guarantee of some of the Directors) an overdraft to 
provide the necessary funds to carry on the work of development. The 
Directors bad, however, been seriously concerned at the number of 
shareholders who were atill in arrears with their promised payments. 
A large number of the original members bad now paid up their shares in 
full, and this made it necessary to secure new subscriptions for the 210 
shares, representing £12,000 or so of unissued capital, which they required 
to enable them to keep up their income for their urgent development 
work. Mr. Bentwich gave the meeting an account of the estate and the 
development work which was proceeding. He bad again visited the estate 
this spring, and had found a most gratifying position of progress. The 
Directors had obtained the invaluable assistance of Mr. M. Lange, 
shareholder in the Company, who was himself a colonist with a residence 
on Carmel, and who was devoting a large portion of bis time to Gezer. 
The “ Castic” buildings had been partially restored, and were available 
both for residential purposes and for accommodation of stock and storage 
of produce; road-making (connecting the Settlement with the main artery 
from the coast to Jerusalem, and with the railway station at Nani) was, 
with tho assistance of the Government in finding village labour, wel! 
advanced; water supply had been assured; between 4,000 and 5,000 
Eucalyptus and other trees had been planted; and more important 
perhaps than all, a substantial portion of the Estate had been 
manured 80 as to ensure ita greater productivencss. While all this 
was going on, the Board were making such use of the land as was 
practicable, and some of it had been farmed by two groups of young 
Jewish colonists as temporary occupants, on terms which would give the 
Company a substantial return from the tobacco, hay, and other crops 
which had been produced. It was clear that the general body of their 


Shareholders would welcome an alteration of the original scheme (which 
provided for allotments of land to be developed by members themselves), 
and a new plan would have to be aubstituted allowing farming leases of 
the agricultural lands to be granted to exporienced immigrant workers, 
whilst reserving villa-plots for such shareholders as wished for them, and 
were prepared to build. There would be no difficulty in Anding satia- 
factory uses for the land under such conditions. In fact, the Directors 
had already received overtures from various people who desired facilities 
for settiement. These and other possibilities of development were receiving 


the most careful consideration of the Sites Committee of the Board, 3 


who were having the benefit of the advice of a local Advisory Committes 
of much experience in undertakings of a similar character. The Chair- 
man acknowledged the valuable help which was being given in Palestine 
by Mr. Lange, and in London by Mr. Harry R. Lewis and Mr. Robert B. 
Solomon, who, as members of the Sites and Finance Committee. were 
continually at work on the details of development, by Mr. Isaac 
Levy, M.A., who had been acting as Secretary to that Committee, and 
by the Secretary of the Company on the financial side of their affairs. 

Mr. Harry R. Gewis seconded the motion for the adoption of the 
report and accounts, and said that as to the efforts of the Sites Committee, 
the Chairman had omitted ta say that he himself had been, and was. the 
chief inspirer of such work as they had been able to do. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the election of Mr. J. H. Elkes, of London 
and Belfast, as an additional Director. Mr. Percy Baker seconded the 
proposal which was carried unanimousiy. Ths Auditors, Mesers. Lionel 
Lemon and Company, were re-elected.

Jewish National Fund 
Mr. USSISHKIN'S ADDRESS 


Mr. L. Eisen presided over a meeting of the Jewish National Fund 
Commission for England on Tuesday, July 29th, at 15, Great Alie Street 
The Chairman welcomed the guest of the evening, Mr. M. M. Ussishkin. 
the Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Jowish National Fund 

Mr. Ussishkin said that the activities of the Jewish National Fund 
could be divided into two periods, the first one of nineteen years and the 
second one of the last three years. During the first period, hardly any 
land atall had been purchased ; the majority of the land in the possession 
of the Jowish National Fund at present had been bought during the last 
three years. Unfortunately, the price of land in Palestine had increased 
considerably, and therefore higher prices had to be paid for the land pur. 
chased recently than would have been the case some years ago. It was 
beginning to be recognised on al! sides that the National Fund must 
restrict its activities to the purchase of land. Last year, the National 
Fund had spent 75 per cent. to 4) per cent. on the purchase of land, and 
20 per cent. to 2) per cent. on amelioration. The speaker: also 
emphasised the fact that it must be clearly understood that 
as long as the land was not in the possession of the Jewish 
people and worked by the Jewish people, Palestine could not be 
Jewish. At present they had only ¢ per cent. to 5 per cent. of Palestinian 
soil in their possession which they must increase to at least 50 per cent. 
That should be feasible during the next ten years, luring the last 
eighteen months the income_‘of the Jewish National Fund had improved 
considerably. Since last February the monthly receipts had averaged 
between £15,000 to £17,000. The Jewish National Fund bad now disposed 
of all its available land and therefore a campaign was being organised 
with the obisct of raising during the next twelve months, half a million 
pounds for the purchase of 100,000 dunams of land.

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THE JEWISH AGENCY PROPOSALS. 
Mr. Lipsky’s Defence. 


From Mr. Louis Lipsky. 
To the Editor of Tut Jewish CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—The discussion of the policy of the Zionist Organisation with 
regard to the Jewish Agency is not profitably served by your editorial of 
Aagust lst. 

Your analysis of the paraphrased version of the proposals of the 
Zionist Executive does not justify your terrifying conclusions; nor, in 
general, does it indicate an appreciation of the difficult problems with 
which the Zionist Organisation must now deal in its attempt to adjust 
itself to radically new conditions; nor does it take into account quite 
obvious but deep-reaching tendercies in the Zionist movement, which 
give a wholly different complexion to the issues to which you refer. 

' These proposals, as indicated in the report of the recent meeting of 
the Actions Committee, were not offered asa constitution for the enlarged 
Jewish Agency, nor were they intended to embody the terms of the 
agreement which the Zionist Organisation hopes to make with the so- 
called non-Zionist groups. They aim to describe, approximately, the 
features of the enlarged Jewish Agency, its functions, the part which the 
Zionist Organisation (as such) is to play within the new structure, and 
the basic agreements which are to bind all parties. They represent a 
sincere desire to find a form of co-operation which will reasonably protect 


the interests of the Zionist Organisation and, at the same time, make. 


possible the participation of new elements (organised for other Jewish 
purposes), in the up- building of the Jewish National Homo, that participa- 
tion not to be limited to finenciai support, but to include the assumption 
of full responsibility in the Jewish Agency. : 

Tho idea of the co-operation of non-Zionists interested tn the 
-gtrengthening of the Jewish position in Palestine is not new. At no time 
has it been suggésted that before such co-operation can b2 accepted, the 
Zionist Organisation is to require the endorsement of the Basile Pro- 
gramme. Jewish work in Palestine was regarded as inherently and 
jutrinsically desirable. It was assumed that, whatever its origin or 
motive, it would in the course of time acquire the quality of a national 
expression; and inevitably soit the Zionists, inspirers of national! aspira- 
tions, would penetrate all public aspects of their activity with their ideals. 
Since the Balfour Declaration, that thought has become even stronger, 
and the Zionist Organisation, under the natural pressure which has 
arisen out of the new conditions, has taken various steps to establish 
contacts with non-Zionist elements, in order to profit by their co-opera- 
tion, without requiring them to pass through the Zionist gateway of 
affiliation. 

The Keren Hayesod was established in 1920, with an elaborate legal 


apparatus for bringing within the scope of its responsibilities all Jews. 


interested in the building of the Jewish National Home under. the 
Mandate. The Keren Iiayesod contributors were not asked to pay 
the shekel, 
one half of the members of the Keren Hayesod Board of Directors. 
The payment of- the shekel and the endorsement of the Basle Programme 
were waived, in spite of the fact that the Keren Hayesod was the 
principal fund of the Zlonist Organisation, out of which its Palestine 
Budget had to be set. The Zionist Organisation protected its interests in 
the Keren Hayesod by retaining the right to elect the other half of its 
Directors. Butin view of the close connection between political repre- 
sentation and economic ‘interests, and of the fact that, in addition to 
national, individual capital also must be attracted to Palestine, the 
responsibilities afforded to non-Zionist groups in the Keren Hayesod wore 
regarded as provisional in character, and it was felt that, sooner or later, 

@ comprehensive plan would have to be devised to legalise all forms of 
possible co-operation, and thus bring about the unification of all Jewish 
endeavour concentrated upon Palestine. 

What was at first thought of as a means to a financial end became 
thus, with the introduction of the Jewish Agency, anerd iniiself. That 
end was. the exteusion of the sphere of respousibility in the building of 
the Jewish National Home to inciade all Jews, as Jews, and not merely 
a& contributors, and the translation of the Zionist Organisation into an 
organisation representative of the whole Jewish people. The acceptauce 
ofthe Mandate as a fundamenta! Article of Association would pave the 
way for this consummation. 

It is necessary to point out that Zionists have always hoped for the 
coming of the day when their ideals would be accepted, not only in the 
letter but in the spirit, by all Jews, and when an organisation of Zionists 
would be replaced by an organisation of Jews. During the twenty-seven 
yoars of our persistent activity, what rankled most was, not so much that 
many Jews were indifferent to our Cause, but thatso many were actively 
opposed to our endeavours, and thus actively belied the theory of our 
representative status. As we developed a form of Zionist parliamentary 
life and a Zionist Wissenschaft which only the initiated could appreciate, 
we felt that we were wandering away from the inarticulate Jewish masses, 
in whom we had faith, but who, the more our jargon developed (even as 


large problem and a deep-rooted sentiment. 


and yet they were given the legal right of electing 


&@ party or a faction, and not, as we insisted, the whole Jewish people. 
We did not want to be a cult or sect in the House of Israel. We were 
interested not only in acquiring political recognition for our national right 
to Palestine, but we wanted the Jewish people to press forward with us, 
We were not Galuth-doserters; we were its regenerators. There were 
Zionist voices which urged that the march into Palestine should not be 
hastoned, lest the Galuth be left behind, never to be recovered. We 
mever conceived of ourselves as zealots, with a creed and a formula, with 


_ tokens and initiations, with high and low degrees, which the ordinary | 


Jew must master before he could be admitted into our brotherhood. 
it was our thought that we were the vanguard of a mass movement 
of the Jews, marching forward to self-emancipation, for the time being 


labelled “ Zionists,” but that, as we approached the realisation of our 


hopes, in the day of our triumph, all labels would fall to the ground, and 
we, together with ali Jewry, would work for the establishment of our 
Homeland. You may call that Homeland whatever you like. 
call it whatever they like. They may not understand our philosophy, 
and may even be opposed to it. We are not concerned with straighten- 
img out intellectual and psychological difficulties, for we know that a 


people that has once set foot upon the soil it claims as its own by right of 


inheritance, and is engaged in building up a new life upon that estate, 


and goes into it with the guarantees of public recognition and legal 


protection, is bound to develop all the properties which are necessary for 
national development. 

Your assumption that what prompts us in seeking reunion with the 
Jewish people is need of financial support is a small way of looking at a 
Not because we lack 
adequate means for building Palestine are we interested in this reunion: 
but we invite to join us in making our National Home all those who are 
willing, upon whatever ground or for whatever reason, believing with an 
uashakabie faith that, through common work and common sacrifice, we 
shall achieve the regeneration of the whole Jewish people. 

This ts the Hne of thonght which underlies the present policy of the 
Zionist Organisation. it has been hotly debated for four years. The 
substantial parties and factions of the Zionist Organisation are strongly 
favourable to that policy. It has been approved by two successive 
Zionist Congresses. If there has been any divergence of opinion, it has 


pot been on the fundamental ideas here expressed, but there is reason. 


able opposition to a moderate application of the conclusions drawn from 
them. It is unanimously agreed in all Zionist circles that the franchise 
of right, won by the’ Zionist Organisation from Government, must be 
shared with the whole Jewish people. The question is: How and 
through what medium this franchise of right is to be transferred ? 
Practically with a unanimous vote, two successive Zionist Congresses 


have declared that. ultimately the rights and obligations of the Jewish 


Agency, now held by the Zionist Organisation, should be transferred only 
to a democratically elected World Jewish Congress for Palestine. It is 
an unequivocal declaration. It makes no reservations for the Zionist 
Organisation: there is no fifty per cent. Zionist interest retained. N >» 
expression of faith, no payment of the shekel, no endorsement of the 
Basle Programme is to be required of any voter in the elk ctions for this 
Congress, or of any delegate who may be nomioated. As a matter of 
principle, all the Zionist Organisation possesses belongs, and must be 
transferred, to a representative World Jewish Congress for Palestine, 
which will assume the functions of the Zionist Organisation as the 
Jewish Agency. Would you say that this outrages Zionist ideals’ 
Would you say that this is a negation of allthat Zionism as a movement 
stands for? I. know of no party or faction or federation of the 7 onist 
Organisation that has not voted in favour of the procedure described 
above, and of the priaciples involved therin. It represents the moral 
conviction of virtually the whole Zionist Organisation. 

If you had given a careful reading to the discussion in the Actions 
Committee meeting, you would have noted that the proposals for an 


enlarged Jewish Agency were criticised on the ground that no reservations 


were made, not particularly for the Zionist Organisation, 48 you assume, 
but specifically, for the World Jewish Congress for Palestine. It was 
recoguised thatthe enlarged Jewish Agency, as proposed by the Zionist 
Executive, is desirable, and necessary, but reservations must be made on 
behalf of the World Jewish Congress, which is regarded as the only 
undisputed authority to take the title of the Jewish Agency. 

The plan for an enlarged Jewish Agency is offered as a compromise, 
which goes in the direction Indicated by the Zionist Congress, and pre- 
vailinog Zionist sentiment, but which avoids the hazards involved in the 
World Jowish Congress. It is generally’ agreed that such a Congress is 
utjerly impossible for some time to come. The form suggested protects 
the integrity of the Zionist Organisation, and secures, it is to be hoped, 
the co-operation of, and the sharing of responsibility by, the new elements, 
while it also involves the possibility of such an amendment as will bring into 
‘being, in fact, if not in name, a world Jewish organisation for Palestine. 

The impression that the non-Zionist members of the Council of the 


Jewish Agency are to be selected by bigher authority is incorrect, and. 


the inference is unwarranted by the facts connected with our negotiations. 
It is anticipated that every Jewish Community will elect its members in 
accordance with such rules asit may devise to obtain adequate representa- 
tion.

It ig difficult to understand why the term “non-Zionist ” should make 
you feel s) uncomfortable. It would be incorrect to use the term “ anti- 
Zionist,” nor could the term “ Zionist” be used without consent. If you 
havo a better word to describe what is meant, do not withhold it. A 
non- Zionist is a Jew who is not affiliated with the Zionist Organisation, 
who has not assisted in any specifically Zionist enterprise, and has not 
assumed any responsibility in connection therewith. He has been 
impressed by the achievements of the Zionist Organisation, and appreciate 
the valuc of Palestine as a centro of Jewish life. He realises the 
importance and necessity of makingitthat centre. Heis now willing to 
help in that direction, and to assume a share of the responsibility. He 
accepts the implications of the Mandate and will be loyal to them. But 


he does not to be labelled a Zionist. That is his privilege, which should 


not be denied. What is the good of insisting that “non-Zionist” is a 
misnomer? As realists, we should be content tc avoid controversy over 
the meaning of mere words, and to hope that through co-operation in the 
work that must be done in Palestine, we shall arrive at an accord in the 
‘use of words that may be a prelude to a complete understanding on theo 
ideas underlying them. 

What is drivirg the Zionist Organisation in the direction it has 
decided to take is not partisan caprice or lack of appreciation of what 
Zionism stands for. It is historic necessity which compels the Zionist 
Organisation, the representative of Jewish idealism, to make its peace 
with the Jewish pecple. We have no fear that the Zionist Organisation 
will be destroyed, for the Zionist Organisation, as we conceive it, is not 
u mechanical contrivance: itis the vessel of our ideals, and into what- 
ever. vesse] we may pour those ideals, that vessel becomes, for every 
forward looking Zionist, the heir of that form of endeavour which we 
now possese, and which we call, for want of a better name, “The 
Zionist Organisation.” We place our faith, first, in the Jewish 
people, which, in spite ef its indiflerence, will, when faced with the 
realities, act up to the part itis destined to play in the world’s history. 
We place our faith, second, in Palestine, which, as it begins to reveal the 
the qualities Jows develope there, will overcome all projadices, and 
. enable all Jews to appreciate to the full the ideals for which we have 
been labouring during our life-time, and which represent in essence not 
something. which is peculiarly Zivnistic, but the old ideals of an ancient 
people, being worked out in a struggle with thé material conditions of life.

The Zionist’ Central Committee for Manchester and Salford was 


founded in succession to the ate Centra! Council some fifteen months ago: 
At the besinnioy of April, 1925, a circular appeal for the Keren Hayesod 
was sent to all Jewish familics in the district, and was followed by @ 


Canvass of the city. ihe result was that a large sum of money was 
received in cash and promises, and it was the work for the remainder of 
the year to collect this amount. Iu March of the present year also a 
further appeal was sent out. It is still impossible to tell the effect of this 
second appeal. ihe resuit of the Keren Jiayesod work in Manchester 
to date since the for mation of the new committee, is that the sum of about 
£3,000 has been collected, of which rather over £2,600 has been remitted 
to headquarters. A resolution was passed at a meeting gf the Central 
Committee to the effect that all Zionist collecting agencies should, while 
keeping the funds for which they are working intact, be sub-comwmittees 
of the Ventral Comouiittee, the Executive of the Central Committee being 
ex-officio members of each sub-committee. This resolution has. so far 
not been accepted by the mombers of the National Fund Commission. 

A joint meeting cf representatives of the Zionist Association 
and the Daughters of Zion was held at Zion Hall.

SUMMER CAMP.

‘Bounded on one side by the railway line and on the other by the sea, 


the extent and ideal situation of the camping site of the London Regiment 
at Birchington provided the first essentials of a successfulcamp. The 
night before departure (July 31st) was a very busy one for all concerned. 
A long trail of kit bags might have been observed proceeding in the 
direction of Cannon Street Station, to be loaded up on the special vans in 
readiness for the following morning. The departure of the special train 
from Cannon Street, with 750 of all ranks, was watched by a number of 
‘ parents of the boys, and it was pleasant to see at the station several old 
Brigade members, who offered their good wishes to the departing campers. 


On arrival at Birchington, and after an exchange of greetings with 
the advance party, one was able to take stock of the camp and 
Observe the large amount of work put in by the party. The tents 
numbered some 140 for the officers, warrant officers and boys, marquees, 
stores, cookhouses, canteen, hospital, orderly rooms, guard tent, special 
marquee for prayers, etc. An innovation was the provision of small 
mess marquees, accommodating about forty boys, instead of the usual 
large marquees. As twenty-two of these were required for the boys 
alone, the departure proved an attractive one, as it enabled practically 
each company to have a marquee to itself. 


After detrainment, the regiment marched to camp some fifteen minutes 
distant, where it was formally greeted at the gate by a guard formed of 
the fatigue party. Asis usual on the first day, boys were not allowed out 

-ofcamp. The afternoon was occupied in drawing kit bags, deficiencies 
of bedding, etc. After tea, which, in honour of Sabbath, included fried 
fiah, games were played until eight o'clock, when the first of the dpen air 
services was held. It was one of the impressive features of camp to see 
the regiment formed up on three sides of a square, with the reading desk 
of drums, covered by a Union Jack, in the centre, taking part in the 
Friday evening service, conducted by the chaplain, Rabbi Ginsberg, B.A., 
and the Brigade choir. 


The first nightin camp is always a restless one, the early birds being 
astir about 2.30 in the morning, so that the official awakening of camp at 
‘6.80 came asa relief. After breakfast, the work of tidying tents, making 
beds, and generally cleaning up proceeded. In consequence of the large 
expanse of this year’s ground, the general cleaning of the whole camp 
presented a larger problem than usual, and instead of this being done 
by the mess orderlies, a few minutes were spent each morning by the 
whole regiment to cover the ground. 


On Sabbath, there was no drill parade, and the cleaning of tents was 
followed by the Sabbath morning service. Cadet Belofsky, of Norwood 
Company, celebrated his barmitzvah.. He was presented with a wristlet 
watch, subscribed for by the officers, in celebration of the occasion. 
Several visitors attended the Friday evening and Sabbath services. After 
prayers there was a bathing parade. Although the camping ground 
‘was on the sea-shore, a short march was necessary to reach the bathing 
point, where the eagerness of the boys to enter the water showed 
that the bathing parade is one of the most popular features. It wasa 
remarkabie sight to see some 700 boys enter the water on the sound of a 
bugle. Ample precautions were taken for the safety of the bathers, a 
strong swimming picket, supplemented by a boatman, forming boundaries 
beyond which no one was allowed to go. After dinner, boys were allowed 
to go out of camp, and most of them took advantage of the opportunity 
to explore its environments. For those who remained in camp, 
diversion was provided in the shape of cricket, football, and stool- 
ball. At 5.30 tea was served, and supper was at 8.15. “Lights Oat” 
was at 10 o'clock. 

On Sunday moroisg the usual week-day routine came into operation. 
Reveille was at 6.30; prayers, 7.15; breakfast, 7 50; tent cleaning, 8 to 
9.15; Commanding Officer's parade (consisting of drill and physical train- 
ing), from 9.15 to 10.50; bathing parade, 11.15; dinner, 1. In the after- 
noon some of the boys visited Margate. 

A party of Brady Street Club members, encamped at Herne Bay, 
visited the camp on Wednesday, and took part with the Brigade in two 
cricket matches, senior and junior. In both matches the Brigade proved 
successful. The visitors spent a pleasant afternoon in camp. 

On Thursday afternoon, a cricket match was played between the lst 
and 2od Battalions, on the ground of the Woodford House School, lent 
for the occasion by the headmaster. Capt. Adler, who opened the batting 
for the Ist Battalion, scored 44. The ist Battalion won the match by 
oY rubs. 


Friday was inspection day. Major-General Sir Lionel Stopford, 
K.C.V.O., C.B., arrived at 11 o'clock, and was received by Col. Sir F. L. 
Nathan, the Brigade Commandant, who, with Cols. E. M. Halsted and 
E. M. Josepb, conducted him on a tour of inspection of the camp. He 
then proceeded to the parade ground, where the regiment was drawn up, 
under the command of Major C. W. Tabbush, and took the salute. 
After inspection of the line, the regiment marched past in column of 
companies and ip the reverse direction in close column, the 
General taking the salute at the base. The lads were then dis. 
missed to prepare for bathing parade. Meantime, a squad gave a demonstra. 
tion of physical training. The General and other visitors proceeded 
to The beach to watch tho lads at bathing. On the return, the lads were 
addressed by the General. After referring to the neat appearance of the 
boy®, their steadiness, and the excellence of the march past, he said:

The last night in camp is always the jolliest, notwithstanding the 
melancholy thought of the morrow’s departure, and licence is given in 
regard to the time of “ Lights Out,” postponed on this evening until eleven 
o'clock, to give full opportunity for the evening’s revels. 

On Sunday morning the work of striking camp was begun. On the 
sound of the bugle the whole of the boys’ tents were razed to the ground. 
The rest of the work was left to the fatigue party, who remained for four 
days to remove all traces of the camp and prepare all kit for storage 
until next year. 

Atter dinner the regiment paraded at 1 o'clock, ready dressed to move 

- out-of camp for the station, and eagerly awaiting the reading out by the 
Camp Adjutant, Major G. D. Solomon, of the list of awards.

The Loyalty League. 
DEMAND FOR EXPULSION OF JEWS! 


A recent issue of a paper called the WATCHMAN contained a letter 
from General C. Prescott Decie, of 3, Grosvenor Gardens, 5. W.1, described 
as President of “ The Loyalty League.” The letter contends that “it is 
not possible to be pro-British, to be National, to be patriotic, without 
being anti-Jewish,” and demands the expulsion of the Jews in England 
who “control our land.” He adds that there are two ways of 
accomplishing this: 

1. Peacefally. By legislation; the main points of which will be 
that Jews must travel under their own nationality. They must not 
take our names. They must not hold any positionsin our Government 
or administration. They must not buy ourland. They must recog- 
pise that they are alien and must live here as such under our laws. 


We must restrict the immigration of Jows into our already over- 
crowded country. 

We must return all lately arrived immigrant Jews and undesirable 
alien-born Jews to the country they came from. 

In fact we must go back to an Act similar to the Act of Settle- 
ment, which, by the way, is still on our Statute Book. 

2. By Force. 

Now we advocate the first method (continues General Decie) 
because it is the proper, constitutional, Christian, British way of 
dealing with the matter, and because it will prevent the second method 
having to be employed, which is in danger of happening, as our 
persecution by the Jews is becoming acute and broadly known, and 
if the population see no other way they may take things into their 
own bands. 


General Decie dealt with the same subject at a recent meeting at 
Bath, where, according to the BATH CHRONICLE, he said that 


there was a plot on foot to ruin the British Empire, and the three 
dominating factors in this plot were the Jews, the Germans, and the 
Irish Sinn Feiners. He complained bitterly of the fact that Pariia- 
ment bad been stupid enough in the past to relax its stringent laws 
with regard to aliens, and it was deplorable, he said, that Jews should 
be allowed to occupy responsible Government posts. During the war, 
he continued, Field Marshal Haig’s private secretary was a Jew (the 
speaker gave the name) and even to-day, he said, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald had for his private secretary a Jewish lady. The Jews 
had “downed” Russia, and they would assuredly “down” the British 
Empire if they had the chance; but he was confident that the British 
people would not give them the chance, although the Jews had been 
given too much rope already. He regretted that aliens, particularly 
Jews, had been allowed to enter Parliament and become Privy 
Councillors ; but he was of opinion that British politicians could not 
help themselves; they even stayed with Jews when on holiday. 


At the same meeting, another speaker, the Hou. Miss Akers Douglas, 
said that 

the Jews had a grip on British markets and did practically what they 
liked with prices. She described Socialism as a Jewish movement 
for Jewish ends, and declared that ite principal advocate Karl Marx, 
was alsoadew. The speaker drew attention to the fact that many 
representatives on the League of Nations were Jews, and they were 
not manly enough to place their cards on the table. 


The WATCHMAN, the paper mentioned above, recently contained 
an article from the pen of “Appian Way,” entitied “What 
is a Jew?” The writer attempted to show that the Jews had 
the most ovundesirable origin, a proposition he endeavoured to 
support by impliedly stating that the Bible was a forgery 
and that those responsible for ita compilation were fraudulent imposters. 
He went on to say that the Jews who were brought into Palestine by 

«Nehemiah and Ezra were very Gifferent from the old Jadeans. Inetead 
of husbandmen and stock-breeders they were bankers and usurers.” 
So, too (continued the article) with the hordes who came in under 

Joshua. From other sources we learn that they were savage 

Northerners, mainly Huns, Syrians, and [berians, They were Semites 

who had embraced the laws of Moses and emanated, as my researches 

go (sic) from no other a centre than Moscow, once Mazaca, named 
after Moses. These were the “ Israelites” for whom the preposterous 
claims were set up to give a semblance of decency to what were 

Otherwise mere wholesale murder and robbery, 
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THIS AND THAT. 
I wonder if Lord Leverhulme ever reads the house magazines of his 


associated concerns, and, if so, whether his lordship, whose regard for — 


our people is sincere, approves entirely of the contents of the spring 
number of Crosfield’s Fiag. The Flag is issued by the proprietors of 
E-asmic Soap and kindred preparations, and is no better and no worse 
than the average house organ. But this particalar number distin guisbes (?) 
itself with an especially vulgar reference to the Jewish associatians of 
Mesopotamia, from tho peu of the Erasmic Company’s Indian repre- 
sentative. Lis description of Mespot as “ Yidland” is the most innocuous 
item in this fl ppant farrago, the writer of which I do not propose to 
honour by repeating his inapities. But I do feel that Crosfield’s owe it 
to Lord Leverhulme and to their Jewish supporters to keep their 
magazine pages free from anti-Jewish contributions which possess neither 
truth por humour. 

There never has been such a London reunion of Israel as we are 
experiencing to-day. From the provinces, from the ends ef the earth 
they have come to worship at the shrine of Wembley, and renew old ties 
that the years have sundered. Not a day passes without an. almost 
forgotten face looming up happily before one; and we bless the British 
Empire Exhibition for haviog occasioned the greatest trek in history, 


The Kasher restaurants in particular are providing an amazingly 


3 interesting study of our cosmopolitanism these days, with family parties 


from Canada and America, crowds that criticise the table d’hote in 
broadest Yorkshire, lissome lassies frae’ Scotia, bonny and beautiful 
beyond belief (now, what a lot of O's, to be sure !), and whole contingents 
from the Principality. Then there are Israelitish gentlemen of colour, 
whose facial tints range from café au lait to rich mahogany, and whose 
Shalom Aleichem! to attentive waiters falls flueutly upon the ear.

The itinerant musicians who render life unbearable in Suburbia, at 
loast, so far as applies to my Own district—have added two new recruits 
to tireir leaves within. the past few weeks.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 

Yesterday’s JewiIsH WORLD contains a complete report of th 
functions held at Glasgow in connection with the recent Annual Confer- 
ence of the Grand Order of Israel which, on the testimony of @ 
correspondent, “proved to be the most successful, as well as the moss 
unique, in the bistory of the Order.” The arrangements were carried 
out by the Scottish Subsidiary Grand Lodge, to whom great credit is due, 

The Conference deliberations extended over two days. Inthe course 
of bis presidential address, Bro. Joseph Smith, the Grand Master, referred 
to the undertakiog embarked upon in the course of the year by the Order, 
vis, the erection of an Institute and Assembly Hallin London. Within 
& short time the Institute would be ready for occupation, but a large sum 
was still required, not only to complete but to furnish the building in a 
suitable manner. MReports on the work of the Association of Jewish 
Friendly Societies and the Deputies of British Jews were submitted by 
Bro. Michael Levy, Grand Treasurer, and P. M. Phillips respectively. Ta 
response to an appeal by Bro. S. Teff, B.A., who delivered a report on, the 
Zionist Congress held last year at Carlsbad, the Conference unaniincusly 
pledged itself to give effect to the promise made to the Zionist Organisa- 
tion to pay for 2,000 Shekalim. On the motion of the Grand Master, the 
Conference donated £10 10s. to the Lord Provost's Relief Fund. [ros, 
J. Smith, Elias Moss, and M. Levy, were re-elected Grand Waster, 
Vice-Grand Master, and Grand Treasurer respectively, The Order's 
Challenge Shield was won by Lodge No. 38 (Blackburn). 

A banquet in celebration of the Conference was held at Mar)iborough 
House, Shawlands, when the guest of the evening was Bailie George 
Kerr, Glasgow's senior magistrate. Responding to a toast to the Order, 
Bro. Elias Moss, the Vice-Grand Master, said that through the cxercise 
of the watchwords of thrift aud benevolence nearly 10,000 Jews hal been 
welded together for their mutual well-being. The Order ranked as the 
largest Jewish Approved Society in the country, and was noted for it 
efficient management. Bailie Kerr, who was received with acciam4- 
tion, expressed his great pleasure at the welcome given him iu lis civic 


capacity, representing the Glasgow Corporation. He stated that the 


Jewish population in Glasgow numbered 11600, and althongh the city 
had passed through an uvprecedented period of uncinployment and 
distress, they never had Jewish applicants for relief. ile had mar velled 
at this phenomenon, and he now knew the reason-—-the s cictics Were 
solveut and abie to support their members in time of need. 

On the following day the delegates, together with a lirgs gathering 
of Jewish citizens, headed by Lord Provost Montgomery and magistrates, 
assembled at the cenetapb, where was placed a wreath, which took the 
form of a Magen David, in memory of the members of the Order who had 
made the supreme sacrifice. Subsequently a civic reception was ge at 
the Glasgow City Chambers when the delegates were received by the 
Lord Provost. Ina speech of Welcome he said that no matter to what 
denomination or class they belonged, it .was recognised that [friendly 
Societies encouraged thrift and independence, which were peycullariy 
characteristic of the Jewish people besides being marked characteristics 
of the Seottish people. In describing the Jewish people asa very law 
abiding class, ho bore out this statement by the fact that he and his 
brother magistrates seldom had Jews comiog before them in the Courts. 
Another characteristic ot the Jews was their care for theirown poorthroagh 
their splendidly constituted Jewish. Board of Guardians. Lic c 
by congratulating the Order on its great success, its large iicmbership, 
Tne Grand Master expressed the 
gratitude of the Order for the welcome that the Lord Proyost and 
Corporation had extended to them.

Music and Drama. 


A Jewish Drama League. 
[From a Correspondent. } 


Not the least interesting of the discussions at the Summer Bchoo) of 
the Inter-University Jewish Federation will be the symposium on “A 
Jewish Drama League,” which is fixed for to-morrow week; at Leamington. 
The purposes of the proposed League are at present somewhat vague— 
presumably something more definite should emerge as a result of the 
Leamington meeting. Itis, however, of interest to consider the need for 
such a League and the scope of ite activities. 

A Jewish Drama League should, in ite distinctively “Jewish” 
capacity, fil! a dual réle. First it should produce plays of Jewisb interest 
on Jewish subjects; and secondly it should produce plays by Jewish 
authors which are not Jewish in any other sense. It may be objected, 
in regard to the latter function of the League, that this fleld of endeavour 
is already covered by existing play-producing societies. That is ina 


measure true, but it does not in any way preclude Jewish theatre-goers 


from supporting, by meaus of the League, the work of their coreligionists 
—a consummation in every way desirable. The first activity—the pro- 
duction of plays on Jewish subjects—opens up practically a new feld, 
and may lead to consequences of far-reaching importance. 

Two other benefits, almost too obvious to need mention, would result 
from the work of the League. They are the encouragement of the very 
considerable dramatic talent inherent in the Jewish race, and the foster- 
ing of the love of Jews for the theatre. 


The Palestine Hebrew Theatre. 


The continuance of the work of the Hebrow Tbeatre of Palestine, 
which bas given a number of performances in Berlin under the direction 
of the founder of the famous Moscow Habimah. Theatre, Mr. Gnessin, is 
imperilied. Mr. Gnessin’s theatre has already proved ite artistic value, 
aud the performances of the company in Bertin have evoked the enthusi- 
astic admiration of the whole German Press. Jt is believed that the 
comparatively moderate sum of £500 to £400 may save the institution 
and prevent the dispersal of the troupe.

‘* Tiger Cats.”’ 

“ Tiver Cate,” produced fora series of matinées at the Savoy recently, 
has now been transferred to the evening bill at the Garrick. A second 
visit confirms previous impressions. Judged by the strict canons of the 
drama it ié not a good play, but it is a wonderful study of one side of 
feminine psychology. The objection has been raised that there are no 
women like Suzanne, the principal “tiger cat” in the play. It is 
extremely doubtful whether there are any women who, to a certain and 
perhaps very limited extent, are nvi jike her. “Tiger Cate” is an 
exaggeration, but it is an exaggeration of the truth, and 
those scribes who deny that & woman can be sq obsessed with 
the lust for victory. in the eternal sex-battle must have acquired 
their knowledge of womev in a monastery. “Tiger Cats” is 
not a pleasant picture, but realism is seldom wholly pleasing. Of the 
acting of the principal characters it would be difficult to speak too highly. 
As the appalling wife, Miss Edith Evans gives the sort of performance 
one expects from her—there can be no higher praise than that—and Mr. 
Robert Loraine provides an excellent rendering of the part of the tormented 
husband. Mr. Charlies Quartermaine, in succession to Mr. Nicholas 
Hannen, is good as another partner in’ marita! infelicity. Miss Nadine 
March, as a second obnoxious wife, is a good deal more like a kitten than 
acaf, but any actress who has to appear with Miss Dvans is heavily 
handicapped at the start. “Tiger Cats” should not be wissed for ite 
psychology, ite acting, and not least, ite brilliant dialogue. 


“Low Tide.’’ 


Produced at the Everyman last Tuesday, “ Low Tide” isa play of 
cockney life by Ernest George, an ex-newspaper seller, who knows big 
local thoroughly, and gives a remarkably accurate picture of life “ down 
east.”

Some weeks ago Atuntie asked me 
if l could explain why the Bath Kol 
was called *‘ the daughter of a voice,’ 
and why it was feminine. 

Throvghout ancient Eastera tradi. 
tion, we find the itea that notes and 
sounds are either masculine or femi- 
nine. This rule still underlies music 
in [India and in China—aand it can be 
traced in later ages through Greek 
mythology. A woman was the 
Pythoness or oracle of Apollo. In 
Egypt, a musical instrument, the 
sistrum, announced the advent of 
the feminine goddess, Isis, by 
shaking within the temple, aud so 
on. Nodoubt the original meaning 
is that the Divine Voice or Lat

Auntie’s Chat, 


One of the great qualities of the Jewish people is its power of 
recovery from the misfortunes that besetit. It bobs up like the cork 
on the water. You may push it under as often as you like, but let go 
your hand and the cork comes to the surface again. This quality is 
80 inherent in the Jewish nature that we have practically enshrined 
it in our ritual. Last Sunday we were, for instance, celebrating the 
Fast of Ab, commemorating our greatest national disaster, ‘To-morrow 
the cork comes serenely to the surface, and we chant the encouraging 
words of Isaiah “Comfort ye, comfort ye My people!” 


A FAMOUS TEXT. 


This Haphtorah contains a famous text, which is inseribed round 
the entrance hall of the premises of the British and loreiga Bible 
Society. It is the eighth verse of the fortieth chapter of Isaiah: “The 
grass witheretb, the flower fadeth, but the word of our God shall stand 
for ever.”
